JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are to the’13th July, or only one day later than per 
Freuch mail published in our issue of 5th inst. By way of 
San Francisco and New York, however, we have news to the 
16th, stating that the war of the Tycoon against Chosiu had 
been ended by confiscating one-third of the revenue of the 
latter, relieving him from power, and transferring his rank to 
his grandson. The speculations and comments of the local 
press received by this mail are, therefore, neutralised to a great 
extent. There appears to be some truth in our correspon- 
dent's fears (in our last issue, September 5th), that silk would 
not be brought into the market as usual, for the present 
stcamer brings only 43 bales Japan silk. 

The following items are from the Japan Times :—“ The 
crisis in London can hardly be said to have had much practical 
effect on our export market, from the circumstance of the news 
reaching us at the dull season of the year, before any new silk 
had arrived and before the new season’s teas had come down 
in any quantity. Our import market was already so dull and 
depressed, for reasous lately given very fully, that, though cer- 
tain forced sales at still lower prices than our last quotations 
have been made, the only farther disadvantage experionced by 
merchants interested in [European goods has been in making 
remittances, the Oriental and Mercantile Banks having naturally 
taken advautage of the situation and lowered the rate for ster- 
ling bank paper to a point ai which they can get dollars 
here about 2d. cheaper than by importing them in the 

“Our readers will probably remember the name of Kubota 
Sentaro, lately in command of the Japanese Garrison here. He 
was, on the occasion of the review aud sham fight on March 
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2ist, the guest of Colonel Brown, of H.M.’s 20th Regt., and 
directed the movements of the Japanese troops on that day. 
He was well known and much liked by many officers of the 
regiment which has just left us. It is with much regret that 
we have to tell, as we are sure it is with sorrow that his 
friends in the 20th at Hong Kong will hear, the sad end to this 
able and promising officer’s career. 


( Withe excitement caused in mevoantile circles by the news from 
home having quickly subsided, commercial meu have now been 
able to give due examination to the new Convention and Tariff. 
‘These are found to be highly unsatisfactory. The Chamber of 
Commerce, after a long and laborious sitting, hhas passed reso- 
lutions strongly condemnatory of the new arrangements and 
have instructed their corresponding committee to address the 
Chambers of China, andsuch in Europe and America as are 
interested in tho Japan trade, with a view, by united action, to 
obtain from the various Governments represented in the late 
Conference, a disavowal of their Ministers’ proceedings. We 
thoroughly agree with the Chamber. Sir Harry Parkes, who is 
‘known to have taken the leading part in the recent Conferences, 
has, it must not be forgotten, a great reputation for “energy” 
to keep up. But on this occasion he seems to have confused 
the qualities of haste and power. The Japanese pleni- 
potentiaries delighted the foreign Minister, it appears, 
with their ready acquiescence in almost all the new 
propositions submitted to them. Doubtless we shall be 
able to show, while examining the tariff, that every one of the 
important changes are in favour of the native Government. It 
will be remarked that we have found it necessary to preface 
our examination of the Convention by commenting on the 
cavalier treatment of the mercantile body at the hands of the 
officiels, “T'was ever thus:” from this Settlement’s “ child- 
hood’s hour,” when a paternal Government sent an ex-medico 
from the Spanish Legion, obstinate and self-opinionated,—a 
Minister,—and a good-tempered, simple heavy dragoon for a 
Consul, the mercantile community of Yokohama has been most 
unfairly degraded in tho eyes of the Japanese by the treat- 
ment it bas received from the British officials. We are still 
willing to believe that in the present instance the discourtesy 
shown to the Chamber of Commerce was unintentional, but 
jn such case an oversight has the same effect on the native 
mind as a deliberate slight, Had Sir Harry Parkes treated the 
merchants with more consideration, he would have saved him- 
self the humiliation of being out-manceurred by the Japanese, 
and averted from foreign trade the considerable damage which 
it has received. Pag 


“The system of bonded warehouses has been inaugurated, and 
is now in operation under the direction of Mr. Benjamin Seare, 
‘a gentleman whose name is well known to merchants in China 
and London as that of a man thoroughly conversant with the 
system. Complaints are made that the tariff of storage charges 
is excessive ; but this an evil which will cure itself. A revision 
of the scale is promised on the Ist of September next. Ove 
great omission was made in the Conveution. Drawbacks on 
goods now in the place, which overstock our import market, as 
we recently showed, should have been made a sine gua non 
‘There,are many merchants who had made up their minds to re- 
export, could they have got back the duties they had paid, and 
resistance to their claim was illogical and most unfair. This 
is one of the chief points where Sir Harry Parkes deserves cen- 
sure for giving way. 

“We need not remark on the fall of the Commercial Bank, 
We regret to have to announce that the Central Bank of 
‘Western India has also closed its doors here. This bank was 
the first established in Yokohama und, for over two years, had 
a clear lead amoug the financial institutions of the place. But 
with so many and such powerful rivals to contend against it 
has been unable, during the bad times of 1865-6, to hold its 
position, and the directors at head-office have probably acted 
wisely in contracting the field of their operations at the preacnt 
time. We must not omit to notice the advent of tho Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, a branch of which has just beon 
opened under the able direction of Mr. Robert Brett, a financier 

very favourably known here, and who has certaiuly the advan- 
tage of a far larger experience of Japanese business than any 
other baoker in the place. Established on what may be called 
the “ mutual benefit ” principle, the same as that of the China 
insurance companies, we can predict with eafety a brilliant 
future for this bank in Yokohama.”

Advices from this port are to the 17th July, and announce 
the arrival of Sir Harry Parkes, who intended a visit with the 
‘Admiral to Kagosima (we presume to Satsuma).

CHINA. 
TIENTSIN, 

From this port our advices are to the 11th July, The 
following is from Messrs. Platt and Co.’s Monthly Report :— 

Private telegrams dated ‘London, 10th June,” have arrived 
by the “Kiachta route,” but the most recent public ones 
arrived on the 9th July, ex-French Mail of the 18th May, 
and bear dates “ Londvn, 5th June.” 

Prece Goops.—Our market for piece goods followed those of the 
south in their depressive movement throughout last month, and although 
considerable business resulted from the low prices then ruling, it was 
occasioned solely by the natives seizing the opportunity to lay jock at 
the then unexpectedly low rates, and not from an increased and 
demand from the interior where the inquiry is by no means buoyant. 
‘We fear, therefore, that the rise in price and greater firmness of holders 
which this market has experienced within the last few days will greatly 
check operations. Iinports for the time of year are excessive, and chiefly 
on native account, whilat the bulk are being stored for the fall trade. 

Gary Swiatincs.—Quotations to date are at tls. 2.9 to tls. 3 per 
piece, but no European sales at these rates have as yet taken place. 

Raw Corron.—Export to 30th June 82,515 piculs. Since then the 
improvement has been still more marked owing to the imports by the last 
three steamers being exceedingly small. 

The spirited little community of Tientsin, who are celebrated 
for their laudable effurts to lessen the tedium of a Chinese exile, 
have lately set on foot » promising little amateur theatre, 
which was inaugurated on the evening of the 23rd instant by 
the production of “ On the Sly” and “ Whitebait at Greenwich.” 
The audience on the occasion was agreeably increased by the 
timely arrival of Sir Edmund Hornby and the officers of H.B.M.S, 
Barrosa, and a well-filled house, for Tientsin, greeted the ama- 
teurs on the rising of the curtain, 

The general arrangements of the theatre were complete and 
well cariied out, Tney reflected great credit on the managing 
committee. The parts one and all were excellently played, and 
on the whole the first performance of the corps dramatique of 
Tientsin may be prouounced a great success. There is every 
reason to hope that, with increased appliances, and with a little 
further trouble, their future performances will prove the 
Tientsin stage second to none in China, 


SHANGHAI. 

The following items are from the Commercial Record of the 
22nd of July :— 

“The news from the interior and from the North with re- 
spect to the movements of the Nienfei.and the Mahometan 
rebels is of a somewhat serious character, though unfortunately 
coming only from native sources it bears the usual vague and 
unsatisfactory stamp. There is, however, no doubt that the 
Nienfei are pushing their way iu the Kiangsu Province, and we 
hear upon reliable authority that they are now assembled in 
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considerable numbers about T'ung-tai; to which place they 
made their way by a circuitous route and forced marches along 
the sea-board ; having evaded Tseng-kwo-fan and his forces 
around Tsing-kiang-fu. Tho complete incompetence of the 
Chinese Government to cope with any disorders which may 
spring up receives fresh illustration from day to day, and there 
scarcely appears to be a hope that tranquillity will ever again 
be restored by them without foreign aid ; as even troops disci- 
plined after the foreign mode of drill are useless when brought 
into the field unless by Europeans. 

“ Advices have been received from Newchwang to the effect 
that the trial of eight of the men who recently attacked Mr. 
Knight was being proceeded with ; and that a number of men 
supposed to be coucerned in the affray were being kept pri- 
soners on board the Wachusetts. That vessel is to proceed to 
Taku and Mr. Knight will go in her en route for Peking, with a 
view, we understand, of having the matter laid before the Im- 
perial Government. 

“A disturbance of a somewhat serious nature has taken place 
at Chin Hai in consequence of the fishermen refusing the taxes 
demanded by a Mandarin sent to collect them. Is appears that 
they seized the man and put him to death, and that in conse- 
quence some troops were sent to the spot, and the fishermen, 
two hundred in number, wero forced to give up hostages from 
each of their boats, One man was decapitated on the spot. 
The sea wall at Hang-chow has again given way, causing a 
serious flood and large destruction of life and property. This 
wall seems to form a constant illustration of that system of 
neglect which in fast allowing China to fall into decay. Heavy 
charges are repeatedly made on the Imperial Treasury by the 
various local rnandarins for its repairs; but as they each stay 
at the place but a short time a mero show of work is made, 
and by one after another the sea wall is made a subject of 
charge. but it is left as bad as ever, 

“ News hus been received of the murder of six French mis- 
sionaries in the Corea, They formed a portion of a party of 
nine of whom two have remained in the Corea and the third, 
it is stated, has proceeded to Peking to ask for the assistance 
of troops. 

“ A new sct of Land Regulations for the French settlement 
have been published by the French Consul, by whom they were 
received from the Foreign-office in Paris, ‘This has raised up 
the old question with respect to the nature of the jurisdiction 
claimed by the French in their concession, and some dissatis- 
faction has been felt at the amount of independent authority 
which is now assumed ; especially as at a meeting of Consuls 
which took place shortly after, tho French Consul refused to give 
his assent to the regulations now in process of formation for 
the English and American settlements until he had received the 
consent of the home Government. The Consuls have proposed 
ascheme for bringing the Municipal Council under judicial 
authority, It is suggested that that body should be suable 
before the consul of the nationality to which the plaintiff in any 
given suit belongs. This plan, though not without faults, is 
thought likely to prove the best that can be hit upon, consider- 
ing the difficulties which Shanghai labours under in all matters 
of this description, and it is thought that with some few modi- 
fications it will meet its object. 

“The adjourned meeting of the shareholders in the Shanghai 
Gas Company took place at the office of Messrs, Cowie and Co, 
agents, on the 16th inst., when the minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and confirmed ; and the joint opinion of 
Messrs, Lawrance and Myburgh upon the legality of making a 
further call was read out, namely, that the company not being 
incorporated by avy special Act, nor being under any Act of 
Parliament, its deed of settlement was of the nature of articles 
of co-partnership, and that no call could be made after the 
capital had been paid ; and they recommended that the capital, 
stock, aud plant of the company should be mortgaged for the 
purpose of obtaining the necessary funds, The Chairman laid 
Before the meeting the accounts prepared in accordance with 
the resolution at the last meeting ; and Mr. Hargreaves asked 
for explanations of several items in them, and complained that 
the dependencies uow laid before the meeting had not been 
previously given more in detail, A lengthened discussion took 
place as to the best mode of paying off the loan due to the 
Mercantile Bank, and it was suggested that debentures bearing 
interest at 12 per cent. per annum might with advantage be is- 
sued. It was azreed that the liabilities of the company, 
viz, tls. 40,575.50, should be met by a loan voluntarily 
subscribed among the shareholders, to be secured by the issue 











of debentures, repayable in five years, and protected by mort 
gage of the plant, land and building of the company, bearing 
interest payable yearly at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum, 
The Chairman stated that there was some probability of being 
able to obtain the money upon Joan from Hong Kong, but that 
as yet no definite reply had been received from the parties 
communicated with, The opinion of the shareholders present 
was taken os to the amounts they would be willing to take up 
on debenture when tls 6,100 was readily subscribed for. It 
was however, decided, that the subscription loan should not be 
circulated until directors receive replies from persons already in 
correspondence regarding the loan, and that in the event of it 
being offered elsewhere, the directors be empowered to accept 
the same for six months. 

“Maclean and West, two British subjects concerned tin 
the robbery of some bags of dollars from a house-boat in the 
Soochow Creek, in the course of which a Chinaman was killed, 
have been tried at the Supreme Courts. The verdict returned 
was to the effect that the prisoners were guilty of the robbery 
but that there was not sufficient evidence of the way in which 
the Chinaman came by his death to convict them of murder, 
Thompson, a notorious character, who is an American, and, 
was implicated in the matter, has also stood his trial for 
murder, but the decision of the Court has not yet been given.” 

At the final meeting of creditors in the estate of Chau-Lai- 
Sun and G. W. Johnson, for the purpose of application being 
made for discharge, Mr. Eames, who appeared on behalf of the 
estate of the late Bishop Boone, opposed the discharge of 
Chan-Lai-Lun upon the grounds mentioned at previous meet- 
ings; namely, that he was not satisfied as to the nature of a 
transaction with reference to the lease on building terms of a 
plot of land to Messrs. Hayes and Nixon; which it appeared 
had previous to being leased, been mortgaged to Mr. Caldecott 
Smith, Mr. Lai-Sun stated that he had intimated the circam- 
stance to Messrs. Hayes and Nixon at the time the lease was 
effected, but this was denied in evidence by both those 
gentlemen, The plot of land, Mr. Eames contended, ought to 
come into the estate as an asset ; while it had been left out as 
an inadequate security for the sum of tls. 6,000 though with 
the houses built upon it, it would be worth far more than that 
amount. After taking these circumstances into consideration, 
the Court decided to suspend Lai-Sun’s certificate for six months, 
allowing him, however, to retain for his use a salary of $120 
per month which he stated he was drawing from a house in 
Foochow, for which he was acting. Mr. Jobnson’s discharge 
was granted. 

Judge Sir Edmund Hornby has returned from Peking, with 
what results of course we know not.

HONG KONG. . 

The following items are from the Crina Mail :— 

“Tho termination of an interesting cuse came before 
the Court on the 14th, relative to the time of starting the 
Canton steamers, Mr. Rowett brought an action rgtinst 
the Hong Kong, Canton, aud Mucao Steamboat Company, 
on the ground of the Ainshan having left Cantou before 
the advertised hour. The learned judge decided that the 
captain had, by starting at his own time, of which due and 
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reasonable notice was: given by the ringing of the ship's 
our and warning bells, done what could reasonably be required, 
giving at the same time permission to appeal. 

“Three of the five pirates found ‘ guilty of piracy’ with in- 
ent to murder ’ are to be executed to-morrow (Friday) morning 
at six o'clock, within the precincts of the gaol. Fourteen 
others have been captured, and: several identified, and it is to 
Be hoped that those guilty will share the fate of their com- 
panions, The two reprieved were admitted Queen’s evidence, 
and pointed the whereabout of the last batch. 

“The Duc d’Alengon has been paying usa visit. On Friday 
Yast a review was held of the troops in garrison, at which they 
‘ogquitted themselves very fairly. 

“ Much discussion has been taking place relative to the acts 
of his Excellency the Governor. There scems to have been a 
sort of misunderstanding between the colonists and the head of 
the Government. That he is not liked by his immediate sub- 
ordinates is possible, but that we fancy is the natural effect of 
atransition from the very easy-going way of duing business 
which formerly characterised official Hong Kong, to the strict 

~discipline his Excellency is desirous of seeing carried out. It 
is to be hoped that the colonists will see the wisdom of not ex- 
ecting too much, and that he on his part will not disdain to 
conciliate by attention to those trifles which frequently attract 
@ greater share of notice than more important acts. 


“The weather here is warm but the health of the colony: 


Yemains pretty good. The height of the thermometer during 
the past week has varied between 84 and 90. 

“The Ganges brought us intelligence of the massacre of two 
French bishops and seven pricsts in Corea, a general persecu- 
tion of the Christians in that out of the way corne 
of the world having been inaugurated by order of the 
father of the youthful Prince who, mnomivally under 
China, exercises the functions of King. The unfortunate 
gentlemen were it is stated first cruelly tortured and then 
then beheaded. One comfort is that the French will probably 
exact a heavy penalty for this little piece of amusement on the 
part of the Coreaus,though doubtless the right-ish section of the 
British community will feel horribly annoyed at the idea of 
France going to war with a poor unoffending nation because 
she has an “idea” that her priests should not be massacred. 
‘Would that a deputation of peace-mongers would wait on the 
French Emperor to urge clemency and be served in the way 
certain ambassadors were of old. For any treatment short of 
crucifixion Great Britain would surely demand no redress, 
‘What however is England going to do? Is France to be per- 
mitted to occupy and then annex Corea or are we to have a 
finger in the pie? If the saying that “ oue good turn deserves 
another” has avy weight with us we must aid in teaching the 
fop kuotted savages that the conquerors of Peking are yet alive 
and as dangerous as ever—that the foreign Ministers in Peking 
are not (as they are carefully informed) tribute bearers ; and 
that the torture of-a few bishops more or less however unim- 
portant in Corean eyes has a certain amount of importance 
attached to it in the Councils of the west—no matter whattheir 
nationality. : 

“ At the meeting of the creditors of the Commercial Bank Cor- 
poration a resolution was proposed by Mr. Granville Sharpe to 
the eect that av application should be made to the Master of 
the Rolls for an order permitting the local representative of the 
the official liquidator to accept and receive proof of debts due 
by the Hong Kong branch of the bank, instead of creditors being 
compelled to have proof made in London as now advertised ; 
and for an order for the payment of such proved debts (so far 
as consistent with the interests of the general creditors and 
shareholders) here instead of in London, That the attorney of 
the official liquidatorsberequested tosupport this application,and 
im the event of such application being’ refused, obtain an ex- 
tension of the period granted for proof of debts by Hong Kong 
eeditors. This resolution was carried without dissent, but a 
great many creditors abstained from voting in its favour, This 
being noticed by Mr. Pollard he requested the Chairman to put 
the resolution to the meeting a second time. ‘This was refused 
Dy that gentleman who stated that he would put any new 
resolution to the creditors present. Mr. Pollard then stated 
that he could not ask for the terms stated in the resolution 
anless it was unavimous, and the meeting separated without 
apparently any understanding having been come to.” 

“On tho 26th three of the five pirates lately sentenced to 
death were executed in the Gaol compound. Oue of them died 





hard, as the phrase is, the others showing some sense of the 
fate which had overtaken them. 

“The great event of the week, however, so far as active 
movements are concerned is the destruction of 13 pirates junks 
in Samoy bay, by HM. ships Opossum and Osprey. They 
seem to have done their duty thoroughly well, and more than 
that, disinterestly; for a large amount of cargo was burnt in 
the junks which had it been sold would have realised a very 
fhaudsome amount of prize money. Sooner than risk this again 
lalling into piratical hands it was destroyed. We are glad to 
earn that the Commodore has mentioned the officers employed 
most favourably to the home authorities, The Mandarin 
who accompanied the party was unfortunately killed through 
an excess of bravery. 

“A court-martial has been dragging its slow length along for 
some days. The prisoner was Dr. Woodward, of H.M.’s 20th 
Regiment, and the charges against him apparently amounted 
to the fact that he had, in the use of his discretion as a 
medical man, overstepped the boundaries of military etiquette. 
We have uo particular sympathies for or against Dr. Wood- 
ward, such matters being to us ‘news,’ which it is our 
function to prepare for our readers; but we protest against 
the want of courtesy shown to the press by the Court, or, 
more correctly, the President of the Court, who made himself 
the laughing-stock of military circles by giving our reporter a 
written memo. !”” 

The following confirms the notice in our last that the bank’s 
vaults had been cleared :— 

“The action taken by certain firms against the Commercial 
Bank being considered as sharp practice, as it was a departure 
from their word as pledged by their representatives at tho late 
meeting of shareholders, was met by a counter piece of diplo- 
macy, the available assets having been transmitted to Bombay 
by the last steamer. Under the circumstances it is difficult to 
blame the manager, for if people would not keep faith with him 
he was obliged to act as he judged best for the great body of, 
creditors. We do not commend the resolution, but a promise 
is a promise, and should be acted up to.” 

Another case of rupture between bank managers is reported. 
The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Company being credi- 
tors of the Agra Bank it appears refused to pay out coin for 
$650,000 of their notes presented by tho Agra. The manager 
of the Hong Kong wished to endorse these notes and return 
them though a notary and this course was agroed to, but before 
it was carried out the legal adviser of the Agra, Mr. Barnard, 
advised that the manager of tho Hong Kong, Mr. Kresser, 
should be summoned for the illegal detention of $50,000 in 
notes, the property of his client, and asked for restitution of 
these notes. He proceeded, he said, under section 60 of ordi- 
nance, which he read, He also stated that defendant had been 
guilty of fraud at least, if not larceny, and trusted the caso 
would be summarily dealt with, ‘The presiding magistrate, 
Mr: White, very properly dismissed the case, and expressed his 
opinion that the action should never have been brought in 
this form, The accusation of having done away with $50,000 
especially against a respectable gentlemen was rather a serious 
one. Mr, Barnard had attempted to prove under scction 60 
that Mr, Kresser had acted in a fraudulent manner. So far 
from doing so, he thought that gentleman had acted ina very 
straightforward manner. It was much to be regretted that 
the summons was ever taken out, as there was no foundation 
whatsoever for the charge. 

The same magistrate has also decided that holders of Agra 
Bank notes were entitled to judgment. The decision was :— 

“In this case the bank is clearly liable to the plaintiff, It is, however, 
contended that the bank had suspended payment and by so doing had 
committed an act of bankruptcy, and therefore that the plaintiff must come 
in with the other creditors of the defendants, and prove his debt in the 
ordinary way, 

“ It is, however, by no means clear that under our local law of bank- 
ruptey as regulated by Ordinance No. 5 of 1864, an incorporated com- 
pany can become bankrupt, and were it perfectly settled that it could, 
still, I d@ not see how the manager of a branch bank can by any act of 
his, render the company, of which he is merely the agent bankrupt. 

“ Mr. Barnard, on behalf of the defendants, proposed to give in evidence 
atelegram which Mr. Anderson had received announcing that the head 
bank in London had suapended payment. That, however, I refused to 
receive on two grounds; in the first place, because ] know of no case in 
which such evidence has been allowed, and in the second place, the tele- 
gram did not purport to come direct from the Agra Bank in London, but 
from a firm in Galle. However, even if 1 had admitted it 1 do not see 
in what respect my decision would have been different. The fact that the 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank has suspended payment is not likely now to 
be disputed, and it will of course be soon wound-ur, under the provisions 
of the Compunies’ Act (25 and 26 Victoria, Cap. 69). It does not, how- 
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ever, necessarily follow that it will be wound up in bankruptcy, and in 
any case the English Acts do not extend here.” 

% The law affecting branches here of companies incorporated at home 
is in complicated and unsatisfactory state, and demands grave considera- 
tion. 

«There is one provision especially of the companies’ Act which for the 
security of residents heze and in other colonies should be rendered 
general, and that is section 182, by which banking companies issuing 
notes in the United Kingdom are subject to unlimited liability in respect 
of such issue. I think auch unlimited liability should extend to every 
place where notes are issued, and then cases like the present one would 
not be brought before the Court. 

«| give the plaintiff a decree for $130 and cost. 

Mr. Barnard, the Attorney for the Agra, applied to appeal. 

His Honour granted leave. 

The Governor, in laying the estimates for 1867 before the 
Council, said :— 

 Thave not even ventured to strike out votes for ornamenting public 
grovnds, planting of trees, and such things as are not merely necessary in 
the most meagre acceptation of the term, but are symptoms of a refined 
and civilised tone in the community. I do not believe I should truly in- 
terpret your wishes if I were todo so. I have therefore judged it betier 
to meet the crisis by not abandoning any useful work or evident duty, 
merely because it entails expense. 1 prefer inserting all that I think 
‘wonsists with our duty, the position of the Colony, and the natural ex, 
tations of those whose affairs we administer—and trusting to you tu make 
goodthe deficiency. I bave therefore proposed an expenditure of 
$970,000, including $165,000 for public works, though I do not believe 
you will have really a revenue of more than $852,000, 

‘There will thus be a deficit on the year of nearly $120,000, and I 
apprehend that you will find it expedient to make good that deficiency by 
‘increased taxation in some form, and I know of none less objectionable 
than the Stamp Act, which has proved a source of so much profit to the 
Singepore Government with so little injury to the community. 


THE NEW ORDINANCES, 

The New Ordinances were then intrdouced one after the other and 
read a Srat time. 

‘They were 

Ist. The Estimate for 1867. 

2nd. The Harbours and Coasts Ordinance. 

4th. The Registration Ordinance. 

Sth. The Piracy Court Ordinance. 

6th. The Order and Cleanliness Ordinance. 

7th. The Vacation of the Supreme Court Ordinance. 

With reference to the Ordinance for the establishment of a Special 
Court for the trial of pirates the acting Chief Justice said that he was 
strongly of opinion that the Legislative Council had no power to pass such 
‘& measure. 

When all the Ordinances had been taken as read a first time the 
Governor said that he thought it would be better not to attempt the dis- 
cussion of such a mass of legislation without due deliberation on its 
details, He would therefore adjourn the Council for the present without 
fixinganother day for its uext meeting, and he hoped that in the interval 
which would] elapse the members would come freely to him and to the 
Attorney-General with the view of asking any questions in connection 
with the proposed Ordinances, or of making any suggestions which 
might occur to them. The Council then adjourned. 

On the Governor's proposals for new taxation the Overland 

“Trade Report says :— 

“It was understood that there was a considerable deficit in the accounts, 
and that at the meeting of the Council, which was long expected, the Go- 
Yernor would bring forward some financial measure by means of which the 
treasury could be recruited. When the time came, he not only brought 
forward hisbudget, but a quantity of legislation as well, directed towards 
the suppression of the various evils which have 20 long been rampant in 
“Hong Kong. He explained that he had considered it advisable to bring 
forward all the Bills then laid on the table en bloc, because the estimates 
were to some extent modified by them, and it was better that the mem- 
bers of the Council should have an opportunity of considering the finan- 
zial proposals and the draft ordinances at the same time. The 
total estimates for the year amounted to 803,600 dollars. In 
contemplating the measures necessary for meeting this expenditure the 
- Governor reviewed the accounts for the last six years, showing that in the 
year 1863 the expenditure for the first time exceeded the revenue, In 
“every year since then there had been a deficit, and the accumulations of 
the land premiums had now been entirely swept away. The Governor 
argued, therefore, that inasmuch as the expenditure must be permanently 
in excess of the revenue, the only way of meeting the present financial 
difficulty was to raise more money by taxation, The first six months of 
this year the expenditure will have exceeded the revenue by $75,000, and 
‘at the conclusion of the year a deficit of $100,000 may be expected. ‘These 
calculations, indeed, which are those of the Auditor-gene! 
favourable than some that have been prepared by other officers of the 
Goverament. Under these cirqmstances, therefore, 
sible necessity of borrowing money to meet the immediate obligations of the 
colony, the Governor considered an increase of taxation inevitable, and an- 
nounced his intention of bringing forward measure modelled upon the 
Siamp Act of Singapore. This Bill he will lay before the next meeting 
of the Legislative Council. In the meantime he laid on the table the 
series of ordinances above referred to. These were—first, the estimates 
for 1867, secondly, the harbours and coasts ordinance, which ix directed to 
the removal of one of the grossest anomalies which have been obsery- 
able hitherto in the administration of thi colony. This is the freedom 
which native craft of all kinds have up to this time enjoyed of coming and 
‘going a they pleased in the harbour of Victoria without being subjected 
to any of the simplest port regulations to which civilised vessels have to 
conform. Tho resuit of this freedom has been that the harbour 
of Victoria has been one of the securest refuges for pirates 
which could be foutsd anywhere along this coast, In future, under 















































this ordinance, all junks entering the harbour-will have to repoit them- 
selves at the harbour master’s office, state their character, and o'itain 
proper clearance before they will be allowed to leave. Aoiher of 
new Bills is intended to provide a special court, consisting of the ch 
justice, the admiral of the station, the senior naval officer at Hong Kong, 
the judge of the summary court, and two unofficial members, for tine trial 
of piracy cases. Another ordinance provides for the registration of all 
‘Chinese’ houses in the colony and all native servants. Another for new 
police regulations directed to securing greater attention on the part of the 
Chinese to ordinary sanitary precautions, ‘The ordinances together eon. 
stitute what bas been called a’ social revolution’® in Hong Kong, but the 
revolution has been so much wanted that it is welcomed by all parties ; and 
although, as will be seen by the comments of the local press, the proposal 
fora stamp act will be highly unpopular, there is a general disposition to 
acknowledge in the heartiest manner the energy which the Governor lias 
shown in grappling with difficulties which encountered him on assuming 
the administration of this colony.” 


PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

Dates via Hong Kong are to the 23rd July. The London 
mail of 26th May arrived on the Sth July. The following letter 
gives some interesting items :— 

“The only two items worthy of mention are, first, the failure 
of Government in receiving bids for the loan advertised to take 
place on the 20th of last month, As Iwrote to you in my 
last, 14 millions of dollars were required, Government fixing 
the rate at 96, The amount of coupons were of $1,000 each. 
The only bids offered were for $3,000 at par, which were accepted, 
and $25,000 at 90, which were refused. Under the idea that 
sufficient time was not given to the public to take the loan, 
another attempt is now being made, by keeping it open for 
ten days, fixing the rate again at 96. Whether this time the 
Government will be more successful is greatly doubted, but 
“ Vamos aver,” as we say here. The second occurrence is the 
recal of our present Governor-Geveral, which pleases everybody ; 
for in the short time that the present incumbent has had his 
post, he has made himself disliked by high and low. The Indians 
or natives took a dislike to him during the first fourteen days 
of his stay for not assisting at a fire, a custom which has been 
so far followed by every Captain-Geveral we have had. 

“It is now some months ago that five or six Chinamen, princi- 
pally the oldest and most influential residents, received a pe- 
remptory order to leave the islands by the next steamer, allow- 
ing them barely sufficient time to regulate their business. As 
this was a great prejudice to the foreign mercantile com- 
munity who had, dealings with these Chinamen, the 
whole body met together, and the different foreign Consuls 
were requested to lay the matter before the Governor. As we 
have only two diplomatic Consuls here, those of France and 
England, and the latter only a Vice, the Governor thought fit 
to snub them, and went, so far as to insult one of the 
Consuls of another Power, refusing at the same time’ 
to; grant their request, or even allow the Chinamen 
time enough to regulate their affairs, saying moreover 
that the interests of commerce were no concern of his. Of 
course, as you can well imagine, this affair created quite 
a sensation here in Manila, and by,the followingsteamer notalone 
did the reports of the Consuls to their Governments go home 
but likewise everybody who had friends in Government service 
at Madrid wrote to them, giving them, of course, different 
versions, The Governor committed at the time a great blunder 
by not reporting the matter to the home authorities. In the 
meanwhile the Chinamen were first allowed a week, then a fort- 
night, and at last only two of them were ordered to leave, and 
they returned again in six weeks. 

“On the different reports reaching Madrid the affair created 
quite a sensation. It came before the courts, and the different 
opposition papers had great articles about it, and the result was 
that another General was appointed. This would have been all 
very well had the Government notified the present one here 
officially of it, but it only sent an order to have a steamer wait- 
ing at Singapore by a certain day, and it is supposed that the 
now General brings the order, relieving the present one himself. 
The Captain-general is very much disgusted with the affair, and 
thinks it most dishonouring to evacuate his position in this 
manner. Our rainy season has fairly set in, and for the last 
fourteen days we have had a continued spell of wet days.” 4, 























MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 
The Straits Times of 6th August hes the following summary 
of news : 
‘The London mail of the) 26th’ June arrived here by the P. 
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and O. steamer Northam on the morning of the 28th July—an 
exceptionally short transit; by this opportunity we had tele- 
grams from London to the 18th idem, and these have since 
been extended by way of Calcutta to the 19th idem. 

The political coucerns of the Settlement have again been 
brought into prominent notice—affording room for considerable 
discussion—owing, first, to the appearance of the annual Go- 
vernment Administration Report, and, second, to the receipt 
here of the parliamentary papers which were laid on the table 
of the House on the introducticn of the Bill for the transference 
of the control of the Settlement from the India to the Colonial- 
office. The latter document, which is doubtless in the pos- 
session of those at home interested in the welfare of this place, 
has given general satisfaction here, as the recommendations it 
contains are asa rule in accordance with the expressed public 
opinion. The interruption to the passage of the Bill which the 
change of Ministry has occasioned is to be regretted ; but it is 
hoped that this will not be for long. The Administration 
Report, the only authentic record we possess of the progress 
and condition of the Settlement, is the work of the local Govern- 
ment, and has this year been issued somewhat earlier than 
usual. The picture it presents is in all respects satisfactory ; 
financially it exhibits a bona side surplus of revenue over actual 
necessary expenditure of some £10,000, and comercially shows 
‘@ continuance of that steady increase of trade which has marked 
the Settlement from the first. 

The’Governor and suite continue at Penang. Sir Benson 
Maxwell, who this year completed his term of office as Re- 
corder of Penang, has accepted the recordership of Singapore, 
and was sworn into office on the 28th of July. During his stay 
of three weeks here he got through the criminal session, and 
disposed of nearly all the civil business of the Court. He has 
returned to Penang to open the seasion there, and only waits 
the appointment of a judge for that division of the Court to 
take up his residence here. Sir Benson Maxwell’s appoint- 
ment to the judgeship of Singapore gives general satisfaction, 
his temporary administrateon of its duties since Sir Richard 
McCausland’s departure having produced a favourable impres- 
sion. 

The weather for the last month has been most exceptional, 
characterised by heavy and continuous rains, indeed, bringing 
the climate back to something of the kind that must be 
remembered by residents twenty years ago. 

A small steam pleasure yacht named the Indrabayoo, built 
for the Rajah of Laroot, measuring 63 feet in length, 104 in 
breadth, and 6 in depth, has been successfully launched from 
the shipbuilding yard of Mr. G. Lyon, at Tanjong Rhoo. 

On the 14th of July the British ship Grenada, John Herd, 
commander, from Singapore to Liverpool, near the Gaspar 
Island, weut on a well-known reef, but got off eighteen hours 
after, having thrown overboard about one hundred tons divers 
merchandise. The captain declared that the ship was perfectly 
tight, and continued his voyage on the 15th. The passengers 
on board are one English lady, one English and two Dutch 
captains.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG. se 
‘An active business has been continued throughout the fortnight in 
cotton manufactures, without, however, any marked improvement in rates, 
owing to the large stock. and willingness of holders to meet the market, 
Chinese have been the principal buyers of Grey Shirtings for shipment to 
the North, Woollens: An active inquiry has sprung up for Long Ells, 
which have accordingly advanced rapidly in price, particularly scarlet 
sorts, of which there are very few in stock. Moderate sales hare also 
been made of Spanish Stripes and Lastings, Camlew have not been 
wanted, Metals have been neglected ; no sales of Nail Rod or Bar trom 
are reported; Lead remains unchanged. Coals: The market has been 
flooded by the late large arrivals, amounting to thirty one ships in six 
weeks, bringing about 30,000 ton’ of Coals. ‘The only sale reported is 
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forced one of 3.009 tons at $9 25 to cover freight; holders, however, will 
not hear of eubmitting to a decline, and a large quantity has, conse- 
wently, been landed and stored. There is at the moment little or no 
Jeman, and the few offers tiat have been made have ranged from $1 to 
$2 below the neminal quotations. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Since the date of our last report the mails of the 10th and 17th May 
have arrived, bringi of a financial crisis at home unexampled 
severity during the experience of the present generation, The greater 
of the nens having reached us by telegram, there is reason to teat 
that the full extent of the mischief is not yet known, and the consequent 
uncertaity felt as to the position of various banks and commercial firins 
connected with the East, is productive of much inconvenience. The 
effect of this state of things upon our import market, added to the depres- 
i jously existing from other causes, has been to induce large sales 
of goods at rapidly decreasing prices, and it was not until the 
French mail brought advices of a better feeling in the Shanghai 
that some of our importers ceased to force off their 
ks at wiatever rates could at the moment be obtained. Grey 
Shirti had previously been placed as low as $3.45, but the 
Shanghai quotations showing a considerable margin upon this price 
have checked further operations, and induced the re-export of some 
40.000 pieces which, will materially relieve this market. Other goods 
have participated in the depression, especially Camlets and Taffachelass, 
of which the supply is now very considerable, We hear of asale of the 
former to some extent at a price much below our quotations. Cotton 
Yarn is somewhat firmer the last few days, owing to the falling off in ship. 
ments from home, and the increasing demand for consumption. Of 
aticies in fair inquiry we may mention Turkey Red Cloth, Velvet, 
ed Orleans, and Sugar, which aro saleable at a slight reduction upon 
the prices previously current. A small parcel of Lead has been placed at 
our quotations. Three arrivals have taken place from the United King- 
dom during the fortnight.

he should wish to return as soon as possible to the mother 
country. When the fate of the India Budget is known, 
we, perhaps, shall also know the name of the Governor-General. 
‘At this moment nothing can be said thereabout with avy 
authority. 

Amongst the Bills laid before the members of Parliament is 
one regulating the granting of land in India, on the prin- 
ciple of quit-rents, This Bill, however, will not come into 
discussion in this session, which must end on Saturday, the 
15th, because on every third Monday in September the new 
session must be opened, when the discussions about the Address 
of reply to the Speech from the throne are followed by those 
about the budget for the following year. It is, however, pro- 
able that the Bill confirming the plan of the Government to | 
end to the company of Exploration of the State Railways a 
am of two and a half million of guilders will be debated in 
hiseession, I need not say that the plan to aid this company, 
which is {involved in financial difficulties, meets with a strong 

“opposition. 

‘The Minister of the War Department had several audiences 
with his Majesty the King ; the Niewwsbode says that this fact 
relates to the plan of thut Minister to increase the credit wanted 
by that department for the service for nest year. Those war- 
Jike measures create a disagrccable fecling throughout the 
country. 

The arguments of the last Java papers have produced here 
‘@ very painful impression, they nearly being uproarious, in con- 
sequence of the great disappointment caused by the defeat of 
the Liberal Cabinet in respect to the Culture Bill. Undoubtedly 
the discontentedness will increase, when the result, obtained till 

. Bow by the eolonial debate about the East India budget, will be 
known in Java. During ten years the Liberals are fighting for 
introducing their principles in the Government of our colonies, 
but still the Covservatives triumphed over them, and once more 
‘they obtained a victory in thelast days, The principal point of 
the East India budget, the to be or not to be of this Cabinet, 
‘was resumed in section F, The Second Chamber had to 





approve of or condemn the measure of the actual minister of 
the Colonial departmeut, by which the personal services which 
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the natives must render to the heads were maintained, contrary 
with a resolution of the former minister by which they were 
abolished. During four days this principle was defended and 
condemned in the Second Chamber; numerous motions were 
proposed by the Liberals, and, notwithstanding they weredefended 
energetically, they all were lost. With thirty-five against 
thirty-two votes the Conservative principle was approved 
of. Of course this victory was again obtained by the 
divergence among the Liberal party. It was again Mr. 
Thorbecke, the former leader of this party, who helped the 
Conservatives ; he and four other Liberals voted against the - 
principal motion, that of Mr. van Heukelom, which pro- 
posed that the Second Chamber should coudemn the re- 
voking of the resolution by which these personal services were 
abolished. The Conservatives obtained another triumph, with 
regard to the cousignation system, the Liberals being of opinion 
that it is just that the products must be sold iu Javaand not 
here, and proposed that the Chamber would declare that this 
system ought to be avoided as much as possible, Mr, Andreae 
(a Conservative), however, amended this motiou, and added the 
clause, that this measure could not go so far that our trade, 
navigation, and treasury should be prejudiced. Of course the 
Liberals were obliged to vote against this murdered motion of 
Mr, Blussie, When I now add that the Minister declared 
again that it was his firm intention to maintain the Govern- 
ments cultures of coffee and sugar, that the Conservatives 
protested with the greatest success against the opinion that 
India ought to be governed in India and not in the Hague, 
then, indeed, I must acknowledge that the Liberals, within a 
long period of ten years, did not advance very much, and it 
cannot excite much surprise that people in India become im- 
patient, and that they fervently wish to have their own govern- 
ment, like our West-Indian possessions have. 

The new Japan tariff of import and export duties was pub- 
lished here on the Ist inst. It gives generally much satisfac- 
tion, and it is trusted that the trade withJapan will revive by 
this liberal measure. 

P.S.—Rorrsrpam, Ssrt. 8.—Mr. Rochussen propo * nd 
ment to decrease the subsidy which was to be granted to the steam live 
between Java and Australia, from 200,000f. to 100,000f. 5 tl nend= 
ment was passed by 49 against 9 votes. The general opinion was that this line 
would not prove to be so advantageous for Javn that such a high subsid 
could be approved. Some members thought it preferable to grant a higt 
subsidy for a steam line between Java and the mother country. 

Mr. de Laat de,Kanter proposed an amendraent to decrease the amount 
destined to pay the high freight to the Dutch merchantmen for conveying 
their twin produce from Java to one of the Dutch harbours with, 335,000f., 
and to charter at the lowest freight possible. Thisfamendment was also ap- 
proved of. Finally the E.[. Budget was approved of 50 against 5 votes. 








RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampureo, Sept. 6. 

The British Government has forwarded to the Senate of 
Hamburg, through H.M.’s Consulate in this city, a sextant for 
presentation to Capt. Ernst Denicke, of the Hamburg barque 
‘Therese, in acknowledgment of his services in saving the crew and 
passengers of the British ship Parsee, lost in the China Seas, and 
his humane conduct and kindness to them whilst on board his 
vessel, In like manner they have scnt another sextant to be 
presented to Capt. Bendix Bendixen, of the Hamburg barque 
Amoor, as a reward for having, at the peril of his own life, suo~ 
ceeded in saving the crew of the British ship /’a/merston when 
in a sinking state, also in the China Sea. 

The great, annual fair at Nijni-Novgorod has commenced, and, 
notwithstanding the ravages of the cholera—the fear of which 
has no doubt prevented many, who otherwise regularly attended 
the fair, from making their appearance there this year— promises 
good results. Last year the quantity of iron brought for sale 
was 4,000,000 poods ; this year there is less by 600,000 poods, 
but a good demand has sprung up, and two million poods have 
been already sold at 2 roubles 75 copeks for sheet iron, and 
1 rouble 49 copeks for bars. The sales of tea have also com- 
menced, Formerly this was an event of the greatest importance 
in the annals of the fair, and no business was done till the tea 
had arrived and the prices were fixed ; but latterly, partly owing 
to the facility of importing the so-called Canton tea (meaning 
that shipped round the Cape of Good Hope), and partly to the 
falling off in the demand for cloth and other manufactures on 
the part of the merchants of Kiachta, who make their pur- 
chases now, to a great extent, in other markets, the tea trade at 
the fair bas lost much of its former prestige in regulating the 
market prices, ‘The first sales of Kiachta tea—to the extent of

The high prices of 
tea paid this year are not so much in consequence of short sup- 
plies—for the stock is no less than 44,000 chests, of which 
{9,000 are buds—as owing to the fluctuations in the exchanges, 
by which the value of the Russian rouble is greatly depreciated 
in other countries. Canton tea now competes largely with that 
of Kiachta brought overland through Siberia, and the dearer 
the former tho more advantageous becomes the competition for 
the latter. This year some descriptions of Canton tea command 
higher prices than the Kiachta, though in general the quality is 
not superior, Of the so-called Kirpitchni tea only 7,000 chests 
havo been this year brought to the fair, and have not yet found 
purchasers, It is said that M. Alexandrow, a merchant of 
Kazan, had made an offer of 65 roubles per chest, which was re- 
fused, the holders demanding considerably more. The advan- 
tages in favour of the Kiachta traders, consequent in the fall in 
the exchanges, as compared to the importers of Canton tea, are 
balanced by the losses the former have to submit to in buying 
metallic currency at the fair to take home with them. Of sugar 
7,000 tons are on sale ; the description known as Koenig sells 
at 9r. 80 cop. per pood, which is lr. 40 cop. more thar it 
fetched last year. Other sorts are selling at 9 r. 35 cop. to 9 r. 
40 cop, per pood. In manufactured goods large quantities of 
cloth have already changed hands, and the prices realised for 
camel’s hair cloth and Sermyaga (coarse woollen cloth used by 
the peasants) are 15 per cent. cheaper than last year. Manu- 
factured tobacco from Saratov, packed in boxes of 1 pood 10 1b., 
is in good demand and sells freely at 15 roubles per box for the 
best quality, 8 r. for the second, and 43 r. for inferior. Saratov 
cigars and cigarettes are also in favour, the former selling 
easily at 151. per 1,000, and the latter at 27r. per box con- 
taining 10,000, By the last advices the weather was cold and 
rainy, and the cholera gaining ground, 96 persons having been 
attacked with it on the 22nd of August.

Up to the year 1859 Austria was in possession of Lombardy and 
Venetia. and all the efforts of Italy were directed to a scheme for a rail- 
way either across the St. Gothard or the Luckmanier. In 1859 the pos- 
session of Milan and Como gave her the choice between either of those 
‘two passes and that of the Splugen. Now, the cession of Venetia, if, as it 
ia to be hoped, it be coupled with a good understanding with Austria, adds 
to the above three a fourth line—that of the Brenner. From Ostend, over 
any of these four passes, the Overlind Mail could, with no great trouble, 
be conveyed by nearly as short a line as that of Mont Cenis. The pro- 
ject of a railway across the St. Gothard or the Luskmanier has been en- 
tertained by the Sardinian or Italian Government for more than twenty 
years, and their well-meant endeavours have only been baulked 
by the jealousies of the Swiss Cantons, each of which, Ticioo, Uri, and 
Grisons, consulted their local interests to the detriment of the general 
welfare. The acquisition of the Spluzen, far from mending matters, only 
gave rise to new discensions: but the cession of Venetia has taken from the 
Swies the monopoly of the Alpine Passes, and if Italy and Austria come to 
a good understanding for their mutual advantage, not only may the Bren- 
ner be passable, either by a summit railway, on Mr. Fell’s pian, or by a 
tunnel, at nearly as early a period ax Mont Cenis; but the prospect of suc- 
cess im that quarter will stimulate the zeal of the other lines, and the Alpine

CHIN-KIANG INSTEAD OF HANKOW, 

(To the E,jitor of the Jondon and China Teleyraph.) 
‘Stu,—The forcible remarks in your last issue as to the risk to the under- 
writers of ships loading teas at Hankow, induced me to call attention to 
the risks of navigation between Woosung and Shanghai, which are patent 
to anyone having a knowledge of the navigable disabilities of the Woosung 
river, Would not Chinkiang be a good substitute for either of the above 
ports whereat to load teas brought down by steamers from Hanxow? ‘The 
Tise aud fall of water is considerably less, and while at Hankow vessels 
cannot swing at ali, at Chinkiang they do. river is very much 
wider than at Shanghai, and capable of affording anchorage for a large 
fleet ; laden ships can get to sea quicker, while inward bound vessels, with 
good offing and standing well to the eastward, can lay right up for 
Silver Island, the only barrier being the Langchau Crossings, but which 
taken at fair food offers far less obstacles than the various intricacies of 
the Woosung river. 

Chinkiang, it must be remembered, is nearer to Hankow; it is at the en- 
trance to the Grand Canal, and was formerly a great entrepot of native trade, 
whie geographically it is decideily preferable to Shanghai as a depot 
for Hankow, as can be seen by reference to the map.— Yours faithfully,

THE CHINA CLIPPER RACE. 
* We ‘give the fullowing articles to show the general interest 
taken in this event, Tiere are of course several errors in them 
which we need not point out to our readers, and which are too 
numerous to allude to.

‘We English are in the babit of thinking that we know something about 
shts, and our amateur sailors who face the Channel gales and are dashed 

»y the Channel brine have no more attractive pastime than a competition 
for the cup when the breeze is stiff and the long rolling swell grows angry 
and troubled. That all such contests are popular is not surprising. It is 
easy to appreciate the sport which takes the form of a stern struggle for 
mastery beiore the eyes of admiring crowds —whetber it is seen in the long 
awift stride round Tattenham-corner, or the measured pull of Mortlake, 
with Oxtord and Cambridge neck and neck, and citizen steamboats fol- 
owing hard in the rear, or in the beating round the Nab Light with can- 
vas swelling like the outspread plumage of some ocean bid. Every step 
in the contest, from the caretul start to the keen exitement of the close, 
can be watched. The su-pense, though great, is short-lived, and the 
interest has not time to flag. But a new excitement is now for nally 
Drought to our notice. What is to be thought of a race 16,000 miles 
long, taking more than three months to complete? Cowes to Cherbourg, 
though not a long run, is generally considered sufficient for our yachts- 
m:n, Quite enough for purposes of pleasure, it is, however, only 
holiday work at the best. Mightier contests, involving weighticr 
issues, are wanted nowadays. ‘Those who merely play at sailors 
—our dandies of the bilow ard breeze — must submit to yield 
the palm is gallantry, skill, and endurance to the men whose business 
it is to go down to the sea in ships, whose work is a constant grappling 
with her frowns or the wooing of her smiles, and to whom the ocean race 
is only one short episode in a life of battle, hardship, and dangerous vi- 
eissitude, The public is now furnished with a specimen of a hard-fought 
eontest, of which the field is not the channel, but the ocean, or rather 
several vc contest protracted fiom nearly a hundred dawns to a 
hundred sunsets, through nights of anxious labour and watch in tropic 
seas and around stormy capes, becalmed on a waveless surface or tossed 
‘and bitlled by adverse winds, An oceaa race is no child's play—it isa 
matter of business in which people wholly differing from sporting men 
are concerned, Careful and provident shipowners—hard-headed Scotch 
captains—eool, cautious, wakelul merchants, eager for a protitable venture 
—and Mincing-lane brokers, taking whit may be termed a professional 
interest in the first season's tea, just as brewers do in the earliest hops 
are strongly and personally concerned in the competition which was de- 
cided on Thursday last. Yet so dee is the national feeling for such trials 
of skill and speed, so much is a contest of any kind a matter of « sport” 
with us, that an ocean race is now the Derby of all our seaports ; the 
mercantile marine entering with fierce zest into the rivalry ; and betting 


on the Serica or the Fiery Cross being as familiar as taking odds about Lord 
Lyon or Saveruake. 















































The annual despatch of the earliest teas from China has always been an. 
interesting event, and a prize has usually been offered to the ship which 
outstrips all its competitors. and brings its cargo first to market. There is 
nothing new in the fact of such a race as that decided last week, nor has 
it been even peculiar to the China trade. The leading cargo of lemons 
from Messina or of raisins from Malaga was, in its degree. alto a subject 
for competition, and a premium generally rewarded the fortunate skipper 
who first reiched Fresh Wharf. But it is in the special circumstances and 
details that the struggle between the three clippers has presented #0 
many points of interest. Nine swift ships laden with the first crop, left 
Foo-chow- Foo on dates varying from the 29th May to the 6th June iast ; 
but only four of the nine really competed for the prize—the Fiery Cross, 
the Ariel, the Taeping, and the Serica. Three sailed on the 30th May. 
The Fiery Cross started on the 29th; but, though she had a day's clear 
start of her rivals, she was becalmed in the Atlantic for twenty-four hours, 
and lost the race. The others, leaving China at the same time, sailed 
almost neck-and-neck the whole way, and fiaally arrived in the London 
docks within two hours of each other! A struggle more closely 
contested, or more marvellous in some of its aspects, has probably never 
before been witnessed. The Taeping, which won, arrived off the Lizard 
at literally the same hour as the Ariel, her nearest rival, and then dashed 
up Channel, the two ships abreast of each other. During all that Wed- 
nesday they gallantly ran side by side, carried on by a strong westerly 
wind, every stitch of canvas set and the sea sweeping their decks as they 
careered befcre the gale. OM Dungeness the following morning the 
pilots boarded them at the same moment, and at the Downs steam-tugs 
were in wailing to tow them to the river. It was at this point that the 
fight was really decided. Both the vessels were taken in tow almost 
simultaneously, and again they started neck and neck. But the Taepi 
happened to have a steam-tug of greater power than her neighbour, an 
to that fortunate accident, rather than her own sailing qualitivs, she owed 
her success, She reached Gravesend first, the Ariel at her heels, and the 
Sericaa good third ; and she entered the dock at a quarter before ten 
o'clock on Thursday morning, just half an hour ia advance of the Ariel, 
and an hour and three-quarters before the Serica. ‘The Tavping has thus 
secured the prize, which is an extra freight of ten shillings a ton on her 
cargo of tea, equal to about £500; and Captain M'Kinnon has gained 
what we suppose may be called the blue ribbon of the sea—a distinction 
which, beyond doubt, he amply deserves, 

No sort of comparison can be drawn between such a race and other cot 
tests of animate or inanimate things with wl we are fan SI 
pluck, coolness, dash, are all requiredin a jockey or a yaclitsman, and even 
endurance enters largely into the list of qualifications, But the courage, 
“bottom,” and dexterity requisite for any of those displays of manly effort 
have, so far as duration goes, but a limited field for their exercise. It is 
a spurt—a dash—a vio'ent fit of mental and bo.lily exertion, and the strain 
ia soon over. In the case of the ocean contest all those churacteristics 
have to be displayed, united to infinite patience and almost sleepless 
watchfulne-s. For months the atiention must never once relax; day and 
night the vigilance must be prolonged, and if the captain does not sleep 
with one eye open, he must at all events have a very eilicient pair of depuly 
eyes in the person of his chief officer. Everything that goes to make @ 
successful yachtsman is required, multiplied a hundred-fuld ; there must 
be ceaseless vigilance and skill for months together, with a caretul obser 
vation of the minutest passing events, and a preparation fur every pussible 
future. Not merely an acquaintance with the science of navigation, but 
that knowledge of homely details which constitute what is cailed the 
practical man, is wanted to give any chance of success. ‘The trim of the 
ship, the condition and arrangement of every sail and spar, @ 
familiar acquaintance with currents, tides, and winds attention to 
the health of his crew, are among the conditions esseutial to success in @ 
man who has to fight so keen a battle as that just closed. No doubt all 
may be in vain, and the anxious racer may be encountered by some one 
little obstacle that batties and upsets his mast elaborate calculations. Thus, 
as we have remarked, cne of the ships that left China on the competition, 
after having the best of it till far on through the Atlantic, was becalmed. 
for twenty-four hours, while her captain had the mortification of seeing 
his fortunate rival, not many miles off, catch a fresh breeze, and leave him. 
hopelessly behind.“ The race is not always to the swift,” and when man 
has done his best the elements may step in to show that his best is of little 
avail. None the less is the exercise of such qualities to be admired and 
cultivated. It brings out the best and most valuable points in the cha- 
racter of the British people ; while contact with the forces of nature de- 
velopes in that characier qualities which ennobie aud elevate, as well as 
powers which strengthen, We hope, therefore, that the great China race 
will long continue to be an annual event, affording a stimulus and en- 
couragement to our hardy seamen, providing an additional lnk of connec= 
tion between themand the rest of the community, and strengthening the 
interest which all feel in those who, through storms and calm, under 
Indian suns and amid Arctic snows, carry the flag and the renown of Eng= 
Jand over the waste of waters,

The truly marvellous race between the fleet of China clipper ships from 
Foo-chow-Foo for the premium offered by the London brokers for the 
first season's teas, and their almost neck-and-neck strugzle during the 
whole voyage of upwards of 16,000 miles, is an event exciting a vast 
amount of interest in almost in every maritime port, both at home and 
abroad. It appears there were nine ships engaged im the contest, und not 
five as previously reported. ‘They were as follows, together with the times 
of their respective departures from Foo-chow-K 
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The struggle was between the Fiery Cross, Ariel, Taeping and 
‘The Fiery Cross obtained a start of one day over the others. ‘The Serica, 
Ariel. ond Taeping crossed the bar of Foo-chow Foo in company together, 
the 20:h May. The Taitsing started the following day. ‘There was a 
fair wind (N.E.) blowing, which the Fiery Cross kept to 1920 N., when 
‘they met with a few hours calm and southerly wind. N.E. wind, fresh, 
again set in, which carried them to the Pasceils recf, on the 3rd of June, 
though they were not sighted. ‘The Serica, Taeping, and Ariel met with 
similar weather. The Fiery Cross saw nothing of them until noon of the 
‘Jth of June, iv lat. 9 87, when she passed a large ship on the opposite 
tack, believed to have been the Ariel. To the southward of the Pascells 
‘they met with strong S.W. winds. As far aa we have been enabled to 

in, the ships passed the lighthouse at Anjer, Straits of Sunda, as 
Fiery Cross, at noon on the 18th of June; Ariel, on the morn- 
ing of the 20:h of June ; Taeping, on the afternoon of the 20th of June ; 
Gerica, at 6 p.m. on the 22nd of June; Taitsing, at 10 p.m. on the 22nd 
of June; Black Prince, on the 29th of June. 

At this time the Fiery Cross was evidently holding the lead, while the 
Taitsing, which left Foo-chow- Foo on the day after the others, had caught 
up with the Serica, the Fiery Cross heading both by two days. From 
‘Anjer they carried good trade winds to the meridian of Madagascar. ‘The 
Fiery Cross passed Mauritius on the 30th of June, the Ariel on the 2nd 
of July. 

‘The Cape of Good Hope was sighted by the Fiery Cross on the 15th 
of July at 10 p.st.; the Ariel rounved the Cape the next day. Wind, 
'S.E. to E., and N.E. The Seirca rounded the Cape on the 22nd, 

‘The Equator was passed—Fiery Cross, 6 pM. on the 4th of August 
and Ariel on the 5th, 

On the 9th of August, in lat. 12.20 N., the Fiery Cross signalled the 
‘Taeping, and continued in company till the 17th, with wind variable and 
light, In lat. 27°52, long. 36-54 W., a fresh breeze sprang up. and took 
the Taeping out of sight from the Fiery Cross in four or fve hours. The 
Fiery Cross was becalmed, and was not making one knot per hour for 
‘wenty-four hours, ‘This circumstance is alleged to have lost her the race. 
On the 29th she reached lat. 41°5 N., long. 35°51 W., and at 10 a.3t. on 
the 6th of September she sighted the Isle of Wight, it bearing N.N.W., 
wich awind W.S, W. blowing bard. 


The Ariel and Taeping, which had lost sight of each other for 70 days* 
fourd themselves on Wednesday morning, at eight o'clock, off the Lizard: 
running neck and neck up the Channel under every stitch of canvas that 
‘could be set, with a strong westerly wind. During the whole day the two 
ships kept their position, dashing up the Channel side by side in splendid 
style, sometimes almost on their beam ends, every sea sweeping their decks. 
On approaching the pilot station off Dungeness next morning they each 
fired blue lights to signalise their position. At daybreak the pilots boarded 
them at the same moment, and the race was continued in the same ex- 
citing manner till they arrived in the Downs, where they both took steam- 
tugs to tow them to the river. The ships had to shorten sail to enable the 
Augs coming up and picking up the hawsers to take them in tow. This 
was about 8 o'clock a.M., the tugs starting almost simultancously, and 
both ships still neck and neck. The Taeping, however, was fortunate 
enough to have a superiority in the power of steamtugs, and reached 
Gravesend some time before the Ariel. ‘The Serica followed closely upon 
them. She passed Deal at noon, and got into the river with the same 
tide which carried the Taeping and Ariel up the river to the docks, 
when the result of this extraordinary race was declared to be as fullows:—

The Taeping, therefore, was the winner of the premium, about £500 
the bills of lading of each ship setting forth that 10s. per ton extra was to 
be paid if first sailing vessel in dock with new teas {rom Foo-chow- Foo, 
‘The Fiery Cross arrived in the Downs on the 7th, and was comrelled to 
bring upto an anchor on account of a heavy gale blowing, when the 
‘femained some time. She, however, managed to get into the London 
Dock by 8 o'cleck on Saturday morning, some 28 ‘hours after the Tae- 
‘ping. The G:th ship, Taitsing, arrived in the river yesterday forenoon. 

During the past few days the excitement occasioned by the probability 
of the arrival of the first ship in this great annual ocean race from China 
‘mas unprecedented. The friends of each vessel have been supporting 
their favourite by betting considerable sums. During no previous year 
has so much interest been centred in the result of this race, and from the 
fact of so many Clyde-built ships being engaged in the competition 
Scotchmen generally have largely partaken Inthe speculation which has 
-existed at almost every maritime part both in Britain and China. It will be 
remembered that last tied the ships Fiery Cross and Serica left Foo-chow- 
Foo for London on the 28th of May, both having been towed to sea by the 
same tug, and that both vessels arrived off the Isle of Wight simulta- 
neously on the 10:h of September afer a passage of 106 days. By a 
stroke of good fortune, however, the tug sent out by the owners of the 
Fiery Cross sighted ber, took her in tow, and arrived in London one tide 
before her rival, the Serica, the latter baving failed to sight the tug on the 
Aook-out for her. 

Singu'ar to observe, the Taeping, Ariel, and Serica were all built by 
Messrs, Steele and Co., of Greenock, The Taeping and Ariel were con- 
Srocied on the composite principle of wood and iron. The Serica is iron

The cargoes of the ships were—Taeping, 1,108,7091b. of tea; Ariel, 
1230,900Ib. ; the Serica, 954,236ib.; Fiery Cross, 854,236Ib.; and 
the Tuitsing, 1,093, 1301b. 

The time occupied on the voyage by the three ships has been ninety- 
nine days, being seven days shorter than the time occupied by the Fiery 
‘Cross and Serica last year.

cluded also four others—viz., the Ada, belonging to Messrs. Wade and 
Co.; the Black Prince, belonging to Messrs, Findlay and Co.; the 
Chinaman, to Messrs. Park Brothers ; and the Flying Spur, to Messrs, 
Robertson and Co. Messrs. Findlay had, therefore, no less than three 
ships engaged in the contest, Messrs. Shaw and Lowther having two—the 
Ariel and Cross—and the other four belonging to four different 
owners. cally the race was confined to the five vessels originally 
mentioned—the Chinaman, Ada, Black Prince, and Flying Spur having 
left Foo-chow. Foo five, six, three, and five days respectively after the last 
of this “ first flight,” which all started on three consecutive days, the three 
winning ships ailing on one day and almost at the same hour. It should be 
borne in mind that this is not atime race, no allowance whatever being 
made for difference of start. Its object, indeed, is not to test the relative 
speed of the vessels—though, so far as the captains and owners are con- 
cerned, this is, of course, one great point at issue—but simply to ensure 
the earliest possible delivery of the new season's tea; and thus the prize is 
awarded, not to that vessel which makes the quickest run, but to that whieh 
at whatever time she tailed, first passes through the gates of the East India 
Docks. Of course, from a sporting point of view, this condition must be 
taken into consideration, and in estimating the performance of the various 
ships it must be borne in mind that the ship which gains this prize has not 
necesearily made the shortest passage. ‘he Ada, for instance, might have 
beaten the Fiery Cross by more than seven days, and would yet have lost 
the prize, In ihe present instance the vessels ore placed in the order of 
their speed, so that this; allowance does not come into question; but it 
might possibly be of importance. 

So far as expectation was concerned the race this year was supposed to 
lie between three ships, among which the eventual winner was not included. 
Last year it had been a neck and neck affsir between the Fiery Cross and 
the Serica, the former winning by the good fortune —or perhaps we ought 
to say good management — which enabled her, on arriving in the Channel, 
to pick up her steam tug some hours before her competitor. It was 
therefore fairly to be suppo-ed that both these vessels would show well to 
the front on the present occasion, and the Fiery Cross having got away 
with a lead of some twenty-lour hours, had perhaps slightly the advantage 
cover her rival. The claims of both vessels, however, tu public favour were 
overshadowed by these of the Ariel, a new and larger vessel, belonging to 
the same owners as the Fiery Cross, and built by them for the special pur- 
pose of outsailing her. This she in effect did, the Fiery Cross, though 
making a splendid passage of a hundred and one days—just five per cent. 
quicker than her;winning voyage of last year—did not even succeed in get~ 
ting “a place.” In her turn, however, the Ariel was beaten by the 
Taeping, though whether outsailed or not does not appear to be quite so 
certain, So far as we have as yet been able to ascertain, the Ariel, which 
leit port in company with the Taeping. and entered the East India Docks 
twenty-six minutes after her—therefore losing not only the £500 prize, but a 
sum at least equally heavy in beis—was at all events, to some extent, the 
victim of circumstances. Accounts differ, and until we have an opportu- 
nity ot actually comparing the five logs it will be impossible to decide with 
certainty, According to one well-informed authority, however, the Ariel, 
which had already, in passing Anjer, gained a few hours upon her com- 
petitors, ata latter period of the race, eeveral days in advance ; when, 
in crossing the line, she fell in with a calm which lasted long enough to 
place her competitors once more on equal terms. Again she got ahead, 
and again the wnpropitious fates threw obstacles in her way until, off 
Scilly, she once more encountered her ultimately succe-stul rival. Up 
Channel was, of course, a race of the most exciting description, the one 
idea of both captains being to “carry on till all is blue, and what she 
can’t carry she must drag.” The wind was fresh, and every opportunity 
offered for showing what these splendid vessels could do when fairly put to 
it; and we can well imagine that neither word nor canvas was spared in 
the exciting race. Even in this last spurt the Ariel claims to have drawn 
ahead of her competitor, arriving off Dungeness some hours before her. 
But again untoward fate intervened. Not a pilot was to be found, and 
she was kept rolling and tumbling about in the short seas with her main- 
topsail to the mast, till again the Taeping ranged alongside, and neck and 
neck they once more started up the river. And here the Ariel kad for the 
last time resumed her place in the van, when the very moun took up her 
parable against her and beld her back on the very threshold of victory. 
Arrived at the dock gates two hours before her pertinacious opponent she 
found that time and tide, proverbially indisposed to wait for any one, were 
yet bent on making her wait for them. It would be two hours before 
there was water enough for her to enter, and for two hours she lay, an

THE HYDRA-HEADED REBELLION AGAIN, 

‘Wars and rumours of wars again disturb the tranquillity 
which seemed for a time to have settled upon the Chinese 
Empire. Hardly had the devastating hand of Taiping misrule 
been stayed, before in the North, North-West and West armed 
bodies of insurgents sprang into existence clamouring for sepa- 
rate political rights or immunity from Mandarin oppression. 
In truth the indiscriminate levy of local taxation at the will and 
* pleasure of the provincial authorities would appear to lie at 
the root of all disturbances in China. The people are naturally 
industrious and contented, but the fire of resentment and 
cupidity is speedily kindled whenever and wheresoever a dema- 
gogue can be found to excite popular feeling and raise a watch- 
word of defiance against the prevailing misrule, The Nienfei 
were, however, worn out rather than subdued, and the Maho- 
metans having in a measure obtained what they desired, sub- 
sided into at least temporary loyalty. Then for a brief space 
the Empire remained at peace, undisturbed by internal commo- 
tions, and on terms of reciprocal friendship with foreign Powers. 
Writers in the public press in China had gone so far as to pro- 
phesy that a new era was about to dawn, and that with the 
present leaders of State policy the future of China was assured. 
But to accept this view we should have had to ignore the im- 
portant lessons taught us by history—lessons written legibly 
upon the ruined monuments of antiquity, and upon the muti- 
lated remains of the once noble literature of the Chinese Empire. 
At no period whereof we possess authentic records was China 
free from internal convulsions, due doubtless, at least in part, 
to the effect of excessive localisation in spite of the influence of 
a central government based upon principles theoretically excel- 
lent. At the present day when all the institutions of the coun- 
try are tottering; when the Crown itself is in jeopardy and 
may at any moment become the property of a talented adven- 
turer, the state of things is much worse. It is not too much 
to say that from the highest official to the lowest, in every de- 
partment of the State, in every relation of life, corruption 
reigns supreme, We are not therefore surprised to learn that 
even in the neighbourhood of the treaty ports of Shanghai and 
Chinkiang the standard of rebellion has been raised, and thou- 
sands of villages smarting under the sense of wrong, and anxious 
for a change of some sort, have enrolled themselves amongst the 
insurgents. Again at Ningpo a decisive protest has been 
entered against the war-tax on opium, and another against certain 
illegal imposts upon the fisheries, That these did not result in 
@ popular demonstration, the murder of the Chief Magistrate 
for instance, was due to the promptitude wherewith the autho- 
rities fell into the views of the people, and conceded the pri- 
vileges which they had no right to withhold. A few months 
before similar circumstances in a remote part of China had led 
through a similar train of consequences to the temporary over- 
throw of the local government. Here then was a warning, un- 
heeded, however, aw such warnings generally;are. It was per- 
haps fortunate that the position at once assumed by the 
aggrieved parties at Ningpo was so determined that the officials 
had no choice but to submit. Otherwise, in defiance of Major- 
General Cooke's battalion, the opportunity for an organised 
resistance would not have been suffered to pass unheeded, and 
foreign interests at the port would have materially suffered. 
Luckily for the European merchants the battle-ficld selected by 
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the insurgents who have appeared in the vicinity of Shanghai 
is not within the producing districts, and we are therefore able 
to look on the possible contingencies from a perfectly disin- 
terested point of view. Judging by previous cases wo may 
assume that a large body of Imperial troops having been trans- 
ported at an enormous expense to the scene of operations, an 
understanding will be arrived at by the officers in command of 
the respective armies, and a due amount of treasure having been 
frittered away and diverted into the ever-gaping official pouch, 
the necessary concessions will be made, and the successful war- 
rior who has conducted the “campaign” on the Imperial side 
will be decorated with a shuang yen ling tai or invested with the 
huang ma-kua. Meanwhile woes unnumbered will have fallen 
on the honest trader, the industrious agriculturist, and in fact 
upon all not directly connccted with one party or the other. 

It is then fair to ask what object have the people in 
joining in these and similar movements. The unthinking 
will immediately answer—‘ plunder.” It is perfectly true that 
amongst the adherents of every great cause there are found 
some animated by selfish and other unworthy motives, but we 
are not therefrom justified in judging of tho entire protesting 
mass by the opinions or actions of certain of its component 
individuals, Beneath the constitutional apathy of a Chinaman 
there lies a sense of civil rights, based in part upon the natural 
sense of equality implanted in every breast, and partly also 
upon that patriarchal principle which might at first appear to 
militate against the existence of any such fecling. Henco each 
one asks with the sage, “If an officer cannot control himself 
“ how can he control others ?” and replies, also in the words of 
the Analists, “the rulers have been in fault, and the people 
“ have in consequence become contentious.” Blind obedience 
to superior power does not lie within the creed of Chinese poli- 
tical morality, and this because the patriarchal relation implies 
the existence of reciprocal duties, We conclude, therefore, 
that when oppression is carried beyond a certain point, when 
the rights of the subject are completely swamped by the pri- 
vileges of the ruler, the Chinese are inspired to fight for a prin- 
ciple, and that to this are to be attributed the large numbers. 
that flock from far and near to join the insurgent colours 
wherever they may be displayed. But for the active co-opera- 
tion of the English and French the Taiping rebellion would 
never have been completely crushed out, and, in a more limited 
sense, but for the same co-operation the Nienfei might have 
re-enacted in the North the horrors which had changed the 
South into a howling wilderness. Discipline, however, did its 
work, and the trained soldiers of the Taku and Tientsin camps 
found the task of routing ill-fed and ill-armed rebels a tolerably 
easy one. But it may soon happen that Eurcpean Powers will 
no longer consider it advantageous to prop the trembling. 
edifice of the Chinese State, and then must come ruin—disso-- 
lution—partition, We anticipate such an event with mingled 
feelings. Sooner or later it must arrive ; but against the death 
agonies of an expiring Empire which has weathered the storms: 
of nigh fifty centuries, we must place the anticipations of a new. 
life springing into being—of untold wealth poured into the 
ye of the West as the result of the development of the East. 


FROM JAVA TO QUEENSLAND. 

In our Rotterdam correspondent’s letter it will be seen that. 
the Government have introduced a vote of 200,000 guilders, 
which was reduced ona proposed amendment to 100,000, towards: 
a steam company to run a line of steamers from Batavia to- 
Queensland via Torres Straits. This vote has been taken in 
anticipation of the contracts for the line being entered into 
shortly by the Queensland Government, who have invited 
tenders for its performance once a month both ways. The 
Queensland Government, in order to test the feasibility as. 
well as thedifficulties of the direct northern steam route through. 
Torres Straits to Europe for mails and passengers, chartered the: 
steamer Souchays to perform six double voyages in the year 
between Batavia and Brisbane, commencing at: the beginning of 
the present year, and up to the latest intelligence this service 
has been regularly done without any casualty or hindrance of 
importance, The sui paid for this service was reported at Ba- 
tavia to be as high as £40,000 ; but this large sum can hard!y 
becorrect. From the Souchays being an iron-bottomed vessel 
and fouling rapidly, and a large coal consumer, she is slow, and 
can take but little freight ; and few passengers have of course 
as yet taken this route to Europe. The principal part 
of the voyage along ‘the coast of Australia northwards from 
Brisbane is nade by the “inner passage,” that is, inside the greab 
range of coral,reefs, in smacth water, and with perfect safety, 
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THE JAPAN CONVENTION AND TARIFF, 
Ovr diplomatic failures in the East have been numberless. 
“Concessions gained by what we usually term “fair means” — 
that is by peaceable persuasion—have always turned out 
worthless, and treaties wrung from reluctant despots at the 
sword’s point have invariably been so systematically evaded as to 
become in a very short space of time little better than waste 
paper. It is greatly to be feared that in China this will 
always be tho. case ; inherent bigotry and prejudice are difficult 
enough to overcome under any circumstances, but when these 
obstructive forces are strengthened—as in the case of the 
Chinese—by an utter blindness to their own interests, they 
become absolutely invincible. The extent to which this blind. 
ness is persisted in by the Chinese is most extraordinary ; no 
better exemplification of it can be quoted than the fact that 
while receiving a splendid revenue from foreign trade, collected 
without either trouble or risk through the Customs, they have 
even been plotting to destroy that trade, or failing its de- 
struction to cripple and maim it by every imaginable species of 
petty extortion and restriction. In Japan it must be admitted 
that our path has hitherto been by no means free from similar 
difficulties. The system of exclusion and isolation was there 
carried to even a greater extent than in China, and so dis- 
couragingly did the first efforts of diplomatists result that there 
were not wanting people who predicted that the newly inaugu- 
rated era of a foreign intercourse would shortly come to a sudden 
and (violent termination. But by degrees—and not by slow 
degrees either, if we take into consideration the proverbial 
sluggishness of the Oriental mind—these difficulties have 
gradually melted away, until the newly-signed Convention 
threw down the last barriers that separated the people 
of Japan—an enterprising and intelligent people they are too 
—from their fellow-citizens of the world. “The Government 
“ of Japan,” says one of the opening clauses of this Convention, 
‘is desirous of affording a fresh proof of its wish to promote 
“ trade and to cement the friendly relations which exist between 
“their country and foreign nations.” As a matter of course, 
all treaties commence with some such magniloquent phrases, 
but it is pleasant to be able to think that in the present in- 
stance these are not mere empty words. We have good reason 
to know that a very large and influential class among the 
Japanese really are desirous to promote and develop a friendly 
intercourse with us. With regard to the Government, be their 
motives what they may—and there is no reason to doubt that 
self-interest is one of ‘the strongest—the ready way in which 
80 many and such important concessions have been granted, 
without the necessity of any pressure beyond that of friendly 
argument and persuasion, isa sure sign that their sentiments 
have undergone a very great change, and one which must have 
& beneficial effect on our future relations with them, Expe- 
Tience has taught them the advantages to be derived from inter- 
Course with the representatives of Western commerce and 
civilisation ; and they freely admit tho advantages and their 
desire to profit by them. In China, on the other hand, all our 
efforts to enter into closer communion with the people meet 
with an obstinate resistance. ‘This is the position behind which 
we find them firmly entrenched—“ We don’t want you here, 
“but you have got @ footing, and we can’t expel you. We 
“must therefore make the best terms we can with ‘you, and 
“look on your presence as an evil to be epdured, because it is 
incurable.” It seems to us that the whole secret of this diffe- 
rence between the two nations may be summed up in these few 
words: the one is open to conviction, and the other is not. 
By this time all the articles of the Convention should be in 
full operation, with the exception of the sixth, {that which 
stipulates for an amendment of the currency laws at present in 
operation, aod this will not come into force until the lst of 
January, 1868. It is to be regretted that the arrangements 
necessary to such a change cannot be completed at an earlier 
date, for it is in all respects a most desirable one. The estab- 
lishment of an English miut in Hong Kong was the only possible 
remedy for the multitudinous inconveniences arising from a 
mixed dollar currency in a country having no silver or gold 
coinage of its own; but there is no reason for making our 
commerce in Japan dependent upon that establishment, Japan 
does possessa coinago of its own, anda very convenient one ; the 
supply of it has hitherto been far from adequate to the require- 
meutsofa rapidly increasing trade, but with suchimproved means 
and appliances as may readily be obtained from Europe it can 
800n be made perfectly efficient, and so render unnecessary the 
‘importation of any fareiga circulating medium, From Naga- 





— 
saki we already hear that nearly all transactions are carried on 
in bous, and that dollars are rapidly coming to be looked on as 
“curious.” Of the other eleven articles of the Convention the 
most difficult to get into satisfactory working order will be the 
fourth, which stipulates for the establishment of bonded ware- 
houses. It is extremely probable that the building at first 
provided by the Government will not be such as to rank as 
first-class risks for fire insurances ; and misunderstandings may 
arise regarding the rates of storage to be charged. These 
however arejbut minor troubles and will no doubt soon disappear. 
The tariff being based on an approximate duty of five per cent, 
is, it need hardly be said, an equitable one ; and the Conven- 
tion as a whole must tend greatly to the advancement of both 
native and foreign interests. 





On several occasions, in dealing with the subject of Japanese 
currency, we have referred to the reports of the late Mr. James 
Arbuthnot on the subject. Had those reports, ranging in date 
from December, 1862, to December, 1863, been issued, even 
with ordinary promptitude, they might have proved of essential 
zervice in leading to an expression of mercantile opinion on one 
of the most important subjects of discussion between the 
Japaneso and foreign Governments. We should not have 
failed to analyse them with that care due to the high reputa- 
tion of Mr, Arbuthnot, and so far, we conceive, have done 
some service to the interests involved in the settlement of the 
question. But the news of the completed convention with Japan 
arrives simultaneously with the publication ; and, although we 
are far from saying that the subject-matter of these reports was 
not taken into consideration by the Home Government, and 
allowed to shape the instructions sent out to the English 
Minister and Plenipotentiary, we cannot ,but fcel that the bene- 
fits of the information it conveys have been, to a great extent, 
neutralised from the absence of that previous publicity which, 
in the case of public documents, so far from being an act sup- 
plementary to the proper exercise of the functions of the several 
departments of Government, has ‘always been regarded, and 
properly so, as a means to an end in enabling Ministers of the 
Crown to form a proper judgment and act in more complete to 
public interests than would otherwise be possible. 





THE FRENCH IN SIAM. 

Since the publication of our issue of the" 5th instant we 
have seen the following notice in Galignani, from which 
it will be seen that we have by no means over-estimated 
the acts and intentions of the French. The writer of 
the article is however in error in stating that the con- 
cession had been refused to the English merchants, and the 
statement that the French propositions had been received with 
marked favour, “inasmuch as the reasons which caused just 
“apprehensions in the mind of the King in the case of Eng- 
“Jand are not applicable to France, who does not aim at 
“any territorial conquests in those regions,” is simply rodo- 
montade :— 

‘Advices from Bangkok give news of that capital down to July 14 The 
question of piereing thelIsthmus of Kraw,'which separates the, Gulf of Ben- 
gal from that of Siam, bad again come under consideration. "A concession 
for that object had formerly been applied for by an English company, bat 
had been declined by the Court of Baugkok in consequence of some re- 
presentations addressed to the King of Siam by the Bishop of Mallos, then 
residing in Paris, to the effect that it would be dangerous for the preserva- 
tion of the whole Siamese territory to separate the northern from the 
southern portion ; and the more so that this latter part, very remote from. 
the capital by reason of the difficulty of communications, lay immediately 
under the hand of England, who already possessed important establish~ 
ments in the Malay Straits. A French company bas‘now submitted e 
new project to his Majesty, and been received with marked favour, inas= 
much as the reasons which caused just.apprebensions in the mind of the 
King in the case of Englaud‘are not applicable to France, who does not aim. 
at any territorial conquests in those regions. English agents, however, are 
still making efforts to obtain from the King the concessionsoriginally applied. 
for by their fellow-countrymen. In the north of Siam ditticulties 
arisen on the subject of a vast territory bearing the name of Tchieng-mar 
forming an independent kingdom, but still recognising to a certain extent 
a Siamese protectorate. The Burman Government having raised pre~ 
tensions to suzerainty over that territory, = diplomatic correspondence 
has taken place, and the belief was that the result would be favourable to 
Siam. Lastly, the early return to Bangkok was announced of M, Auba- 
ret, the French Consul, said to be the bearer of an autograph letter from

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THE P. AND O, COMPANY'S FLEET. 

We have to note the following movements iu this service : 
—Our readers will be glad to learn that the Nemesis, which 
made such a protracted passage from Galle to Aden in June, 
is to come home for a general overhaul and repair, The Candia 
was appointed to leave Calcutta with the first mails in Sept. 
The Malacca, screw, sailed on the 25th August, for Bombay and 
China, followed by the Sunda, These vessels are fitted specially 
forthe China service, with accommodation on deck for passengers, 
and large space for cargo, ‘I’hey are about 1,600 tons and 300- 
horse power, and on the trial steamed over 11 knots fully 
laden. The new steamer, Surat, will be despatched for the Cal- 
cutta station early in October, under command of Captain 
Dundas. She is now on atrip to Alexandria, under command 
of Captain Jamieson. The Zilora, on the Australian station, 
will Le relieved by the Geelong or Emeu. ‘The Nyanza is in 
dock under repair, No more vessels building at present, aud 
the increase of the Bombay and Scez line is still doubtful. 


THE NETHERLANDS INDIA STEAM COMPANY. 

We are glad to find by our last advices from Singapore and 
Java that the lines of this company (the concession for which, 
our readers will remember, was in the first place granted 
to Mr. H. Oliver Robinson) are now fin perfect working 
order. ‘Ihe operations are of more importance than generally 
believed, and show such an amount of foresight and enter- 
priso on tno part of the Dutch Government that wo think 
English people will be disposed to say that the Dutch are not 
quite so slow as some people compute them. We very much 
doubt if we can show such a distinct case of Government ex- 
penditure for the benefit of any of our colonics. The measure 
‘was most complete, and we believe that the Dutch Government, 
a8 well as themerchants, already reap large advantages from the re- 
gular communication maintained between their possessions. The 
head-quarters of the Netherlands India Steam Company aro at 
Batavia,and their operations are performed by ‘I'en efficient steam 
‘vessels—which we have noticed from time to time as they were 
despatched—which are all specia'ly adapted for the service, being 
designed and constructed for the navigation of shallow, tranquil 
Seas and a warm climate, where coal is costly, and iron-bottomed 
vessels foul with extraordinary rapidity. The principal features 
of these steamers aro their light draught of water, small con- 
sumption of fuel, coppered bottoms, aud special ventilating ar- 
rangements. P 

The lines of the company are thus divided :— 
Two vovages monthly, between Batavia and Singapore, calling at Muntok 

‘and Riouw, carrying the European mail 
Four ditto between Batavia and Sourabaya, calling at Samarang. 
‘One ditto between Sourabaya and the Moluccas, Celebes, and Timor. 
One ditto between Hatavia and ports on the West Coast of Borneo. 
Tworditio between Batavia and ports on the West Coast of Sumatra. 
One ditto between Sourabaya and ports on the South Coast of Borneo. 

For this servico the ;Company receive from the Dutch 
Government a subsidy per mile run, which amounts to about 
£30,000 per annum, and the exclusive transport of all Go- 
verument trovps, stores, and civil servants at liberal rates. 
All public cargo and passengers are of course to their 
benefit in addition. The construction and despatch of 
the steam vessels, and the inauguration of the lines have been 
effected by Mr. Rubinson, and we know of no company which 
hhas been ‘so quietly and so successfully put in motion, and it 
reflects the highest credit on those concerned, ‘The only point 
now is to find it a financial success for the sharchoiders, aud so 
far there is every reason to believe that it will be so. 














THE RANGOON AND SINGAPORW TELEGRAPH. 
' The last advices from Singapore state that the scheme for con- 
necting the Rangoon lines with Penang, Singapore, Siam, Java, 
and Australia was still in progress. Application had been made 
to tho respective Governments through whose territories the lines 
would have to pass, aud on the receipt of this, further steps 
would be taken in the matter. Of course the first section which 
would have attention would be the one from Rangoon, to 
Penang and Singapore ; no doubt the sanction of the Govern- 
mont of India has been obtained for this and we may expect to 
sce matters put in train shortly for its accomplishment. Our 
readers may remember that jt was at oue time decided on by 


1 Government to lay a submarine between these places, and the 
cable was actually made and efterwards used in the Malta 
and Alexandria line. The enterprise, if undertaken by a com- 
pany, should certainly be supported in some shape by Govern- 
+ ment, as its importance as a stepping stone to China cannot be 
overrated.

Mr. Alexander Fraser, accredited to the-e colonies 
V uy the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company, has submitted to 
chief secretary plans and estimates of cost which, if founded on accu 
the proposed good, and at a very iarge profit to 
all who may be tinanci: the enterprise.” The company 
Tequest our co-operation in a plan which shall connect South Aus 
tralia with Adain Bay, through Victoria, New South Wales, and 
Queensland, via Cape York and Burketown, A submarine cable 
would be laid from Adam Bay to the Island of Timor, and 
another similar cable from Timor to the northern coast of Java, 
and 10 thence to Singapore, from Singapore to Malacca, thence to 
Moulmein, and from Moulmein, by way of Calcutta, to Enrope. The 
details of cost, at per mile over this whole route, have been submitted 
by Mr. Fraser, bringing the gross amount (including a liberal allowance 
for extra charges) to £289,750. Mr. Fraser believes that if the colonies 
embraced in the plan will vote a reasonably moderate subsidy pro rata— 
on the principle long since applied to their postal system —the Anglo. Aus 
tralian and China ‘Telegraph Company might by willing to execute the 
whole work under guarantees to be agreed on, or in conjunction with any 
company which may te formed in the colonies.” The subject is 
certainly acquiring additional importance with each successive year. I be- 
lieve that both Great Britain and the Australian colonies are merely com= 
mencing to open up what must hereafter be a vast and constantly- growing 
trade with the excessively populous, rich, and fertile islands of the Indian 
Archipelago. The rapilly-increasing ‘settlement of Queensland and 
Northern Australia has already made Sydney a sort of metropolis in rela- 
tion to these newer communities ; and the man who remembers merely 
the Sydney of fifteen years ago would be now surprised, were he to revisit 
that city, at the noble fivet of steamers and other craft regularly employed 
in running backwards and forwards between Port Jackson and Brisbane 
and Rockhampton. Again, these northern towns—the latter mere bush 
some half-dozen years back —are pushing their trading enterprise through 
Torres Straits in among the numerous islands of that region, which is 
every day becoming better known to, and more intimately connected with, 
us.

Our correspondents at Singapore aud Manila advise us that 
the steamer Japan has now been put on the line, in addition to 
the Mona, and that they were both doing well, aud giving great 
satisfaction to the respective communities, inasmuch as this 
chain of communication is by far more direct than cia Hong 
Kong. We are glad to find that the negotiations of the 
company ended so favourably as to procure from the Spanish 
Government certain concessions of dutics on imports 
The cowpany’s vesscls run in connection with the mails 
of the Messagerics Imperiales, while the Spanish steamers 
still run between Manila aud Hong Kong, in connection 
with the P. and O. Co’s service, by which our post-office 
forwards all correspondence if addressed simply “ Manila.” 

The China Steam Company also propose to continue alternate 
voyages to Amoy, and also to keep up a regular communica- 
tion with Sarawak by the Tvenckang and Lubuan steamers, A 
time-table of the sailings of the company’s steamers has heen 
published, arranged by the company’s marine superintendent, 
Mr. Pitman, showing the dates of arrival and departure at the 
various ports of Singapore, Manila, Amoy, Sarawak, and Labuan, 
The trade with Labuan since the steainers had called regu- 
larly had much increased, as it was found to be a common 
entrepot for a large part of Borneo. Tue steamer Eagle had 
called and coaled 320 tons. The price of coal at the island 
was raised to $8, but contracts had been made at $74 to $74 
HMS. Salamis had also called en route to China. 

Mr. Sinclair, the company's manager and superintendent at 
Labuan, had arrived out, and the clearing for the intended rail- 
way from the coal mines to the harbour was being actively pro- 
ceeded with, and Mr. Morel, C.E., to whom the directors have 
entrusted the construction of the line, has left by the Overland 
mail for Labuan, to superintend its construction. The rolling 
stockwill shortly be shipped from this country, and Mr. Morel 
expects to have the line in working order befure this time next 
year. There are several bands of bituminous shale in convection 
with the seams of coal at present working, which will produce 
large quantities of oil, and the distillation of coxl oil will prove 
highly profitable to the company in a short time, 
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Mr. Sinclair, writing from Labuan, reports: — 

“T have made a careful examination of the petroleum springs. ‘They 
are situated about two anda half miles SW. from our present coal jetty, 
and about halfa mile from the sea on the west side of the island, I enclose 
you a tracing from a section showing the position of the oil springs and the 
coal seams near them, also the borehole which is now in progress, Where 
the oil springs is marked, on tracing there are several small feeders of 
water issuing from the sandstone, all having petroleum with them. I com. 
menced a boring at the base of the hill, a short distance from the springs, 
and on piercing through a bed of fire clay gas came off strongly ; afterwards 
at a depth of nineteen feet a feeder of water and oil came off, accompanied 
with gas. The boring is now down twenty-one feet; there is still a small 
quantity of oil coming off, and a good deal of gas. 

“Ifa trade for Labuan timber in China can be establish 
prices mentioned to me, there can be no doubt that its export 

ofitable to this company. At present the best way for exporting timber 
Prin logs or ba'ks, squared in the jungle by the Malays, ‘These loge we 
can get delivered, at either Port Victoria or here, by contract, the con- 
tractor having the use of our buffaloes to haul the timber from the jungle 
to the beach.

THE CHINA CLIPPER RACE. 

Once more this exciting and most interesting event is accom- 
plished. Last year it will be remembered that the Fiery Cross 
and Serica both left Foochow on the 24th of May and arrived off 
the Isie of Wight on Sept. 10 in 109 days, The Fiery by obtain- 
ing a tug got first into dock and claimed the prize. This year the 
Fiery got away on the 29th May, the Ariel 30th, Taiping 30th, 
Serica 30th, and the Zaiteing on the 3ist. They passed Aujer 
in the following order:—Fiery, 18th; Ariel and Taeping, 
20th ; Serica and Taitsing, 22nd. On the 6th Sept. the Ariel 
and Taeping were reported off Deal at 8 a.m., with a strong 
breeze, going faster than a tug could tow them. When tho 
wind headed them off they took steam up the river. At 1 P.x. 
tho Serica was reported as in the Downs, and the same night 
they all docked, the Zueping in the London Docks at 9.50 
the Ariel in the East India at 10.15, and the Serica at 11.30 in, 
the West India. The Taeping consequently gains the prize 
of 10s. per ton extra by twenty-five miputes!! We presume 
this also decides the bets. This in a passage of some 15,000 
miles is almost incredible ; that the ships must be very evenly 
Dalanced in sailing powers and have equally good whips scems 
evident. It is much to be regretted that the efforts made by 
shippers in China, and the subsequent toil of the captains, have 
not been rewarded by a better result than a loss of some 
£20,000 to £25,000 on each cargo, When will our merchants 
in China learn how to buy at rates which will reasonably leave 
8 profit? Why toil in a country with the thermometer at 90 
for the benefit of the Chinese ? 

The next day, the 7th, the Fiery was announced off Ramsgate 
and on the morning of the 8th she also docked. ‘The passages 
stand thus:—Ariel, Taeping, and Serica, 99 days, Fiery, 102 
into dock. Some dispute arose as to the proper claimant to 
the extra 10s. per ton, on the ground that the Ariel had to wait 
for water before she could get into dock, but the docks are the 
final test, inasmuch as 4 vessel is of no use without being in a 
position to discharge her cargo. On the 10th the Taitsing, 
Capt. Nutsford, which left Foochow on the 31st May—a day 
after the others—arrived at Gravesend and docked in the West 
India Docks at 1.30 pat, being 103 days. 

The Ariel, Tueping, and Serica were all built by Steele and Co., 
Greenock, who are now builiing another for Messrs. Shaw, Low- 
ther, and Maxton. The Fiery, as our readers well know, is a 
Liverpool built ship, owned by Messrs. Campbell ; the Serica 
and Tuitsing are owned by Messrs, Findlay ; the Tueping by 
‘Mr. Rodger, of Glasgow ; and the Ariel by Messrs, Shaw, Lowther, 
and Maxton. 

The reports of the vessels are as follows, except the Tacping, 
which bas not been sent in for publication :— 

“ Aptet,” Carr. Keay.—Crossed the bar of the Min about noon of 
80th May, closely followed by Taeping and Serica, all in company the 
next day. Taeping continued close astern and on the quarter till 2od 
June, when we shaped course to go west of the Paracels, the Taeping con- 
tinuing down the sea to eastward; on the 10th June met again on opposite 
tacks N.E. of the Natunas, Ariel about two miles to windward ; continued 
working southward three days in company, during the 13th (which was 
‘equally ), parted near the coast of Borneo. Passed Anjer 7 a.m. of 20th 
June ; meridian of Mauritius 2nd July ; Cape of Good Hope 16th; the 
Equator 5th Aug. ; had very light N.E. trades, calms, and baffling N. and 
N.E. winds trom 27N. to 40 N., 38 deg. W., thence to 20 W. 47 N., 
unsteady, moderate and light, often running from N.E. to S.E. 





















of St. Agnes light at 3 a.m. Sth Sept. ; 5.80 a.m. Taeping again in sight 
about five miles to S S.W. Cn the Gth 5.30 4.3. pilot came on board 
off Dungeness, Taeping about one mile astern. Arrived at the East India 
Docks about 9 p.m., but had to wait for water before we could enter.

S1r,—We shall feel obliged by your insertion, in the columns of The 
ies, of the following account of the treatment the passengers by the 
of the 2uth and 28th ult., from Southampton and Marseilles, ex 
tienced at the hands of the Egyptian Transit and Peninsular and Oriental 
Companies on the road from Alexandria to Suez. 
It may be premised that the passengers by both boats were in 
quarantine, owing to some cates of cholera at the ports they started from. 
‘At about six o'clock in the evening of the Srd inst, we were put on 
board a lighter and discharged at the Alexandria Railway station. The 
accommodation professing to be suitable provided for us first-class passen- 
gers was something between beast trucks and fourth-class carriages On 
remonstrating, we were assured by Mr. Betts that we should be provided 
with everything we might want in the shape of food and drink, to be 
handed in through the windows at the stations where our train was to stop. 
At the first station we were unable to obtain even water. Subsequently, 
to avoid our importunity, the train was brought up a mile or so short of 
the stations, nor were we informed how long any stoppage might last, 
‘and so could not venture any distance from our cages, buut seven, 
o'clock the following morning we arrived perfectly exhausted at Suez, 
where the whole flock of us, herded together during the journey across 
the desert for some 14 hours, without any necessary conveniences, were 
immediately huddied on board a lighter exposed to a tropical sun wishout 
a pretence of an awning, and after 45 minutes’ tow scranbled up the 
sides of the steamer Benyal—We are, Sir, your obedient servaute, 
Eceaton Mitwan, Major-General.

Abreast | tirely in the hands of the Transit Adummistrativn, and the agents of the 
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Peninsular and Oriental Company, owing to the existing quarantine, were 
unable even to approach them, and without power to reader them assist. 
ance of any kind. 

In justice to the Transit Administration and to Mr. Betts, its superin- 
tendent, it ought, however, to be stated that the imposition of quarantine 
‘on all ships arriving from English and French ports has placed the authori- 
ties in a position of great difficulty. Either the passengers had to be de- 
tained in quarantine at Alexandria (a measure which would have resulted 
in the entire stoppage of the overland route in consequence of the frequency 
of the arrivals and the want of lazaretto accommodation) or to be forwarded 
through Egypt in quarantine. 

‘The latter course, as the least of two evils, has been adopted, but the 
ordinary appliances for the conveyance of the passengers from ship to ship 
are no longer available. The use of the harbour steamers, of the ordinary 
railway carriages, and of the stations is strictly prohibited, and hence the 
inconvenience experienced by the subscribers of the letter. 

‘The directors have spared no efforts, through their agents, to mitigate 
the discomforts arising from this state of things, and they are able to re- 

rt that since the date of the letter now under notice the gements 

for the “transit in quarantine” bave been much improved.—I am, Sir, 
your obedient servant, C. W. Howext, Secretary.

The Mexican dollars brought by the St. Nazaire packet, Za 
France, have been soldat 594d. per ounce, showing an advance 
of 4d. The silver market is firm, in consequence of a demand 
for Germany, whither the above will be forwarded after being 
refined. 

The Fine Silver brought by the Aérato from the West Indies 
has been sold at 603d. per oz. standard, a rise of $d. per oz. 
upon our last quctations. Refinable bars have been disposed 
of at 614d. per oz. standard, being also gd. per oz. higher. 
£7,600 has been shipped per Oneida to the Brazils. There is 
a total absence of demand for the East. 

In consequence of the calls on the shares of the P. and O. 
Co., owing to the high rate of discount having prevented the 
“directors revewing loans on debentures on moderate terms, the 
new shares have declined from £16 prem.to £10. Thereis also 
an impression outside that the palmy days of the P. and O, Co. 
are over. The competition on the French.and Italian lines, the 
Bombay line, the Panama and San Francisco line to China, to 
open in January, the new Panama route to Australia, and the 
proposed route by Java to Queensland, are looked on as dan- 
gerous to dividends, 

In reference to the operations effected by some influential 
creditors of the Agra Bank (who had prior news of the failure) 
in selling bills to the Shanghai manager, and procuring payment 
for the same, we understand that these bills were returned by 
last mail by the official liquidator of the Agra, and we believe 
that one of the firms engaged in the matter withdraws entirely 
from the position assumed. 

On the 7th inst. the following was in The Times :— 

It is understood that the Agra and Masterman’s Bank have received 
favourable accounts from the Hong Kong branch. It appears that, pro- 
vided no unlooked-for obstacles are interposed, the manager feels confi- 
dent he can close all the accounts without a single bad debt,‘and probably 
without the loss of a single dollar. The liquidation of the Shanghai 
branch is likewise expected to be satisfactorily carried through. Thus far 
all the circumstances connected with this undertaking, upon which the for- 
tunes of hundreds of families more or less depended, tend to support the 
impression that its stoppage and its fearful consequent sacrifices, direct and 
indirect, might, with the exercise of a very moderate amount of firmness 
and courage on the part of the financial community have been averted. 
At the same time it will be well to remember that the ruin was solely due 
to the machinations of the class of speculators with whom and their opera- 
tions the Stock Exchange Committce consider it would not be expedient 
to interfere,

A telegram 
from, atta, Sept. 4, quotes Manchester goods exceedingly low, and we 
have similar advices from Bombay. ‘The anticipation of still lower rates 
of discount is supposed to have some influence adverse to business, but no 
doubt the great bindrance is the absence of any temptation. Money is 
now cheap enough to offer no obstacle if prices were lower, or if there was 
confidence in their maintenance.

the further reduction in the value of money to five per cent. has been 
more than neutralised by the accounts of the excessive export from CI 
and the increased anxiety shown both by importersand the trade to quit stoc! 
of old Teas before the new season's arrival. The last public sales com 
prised 47,736 packages, of which 40,773 packages were printed without 
reserve, and these have pasted slowly at lower prices for nearly all de- 
scriptions. The new season’s Teas, per Ea King, have proved 
very difficult of sale, especially the Congous, which are only 
taken in small parcels, even at a decline of about Id. to 2d. per Ib. 
on the opening prices; whilst several parcels Pak Ling Teas, (arrived 
Overland,) have been sold without reserve, at public auction, at from 2s. Id. 
to 2s. 4d. per Ib. The Taeping, Ariel, Serica, Fiery Cross, and Taitsing 
have arrived in dock, and the samples of them are in the market, but there 
seems but little josition to operate, even at Js. 10d. to 2s. Sd. Tho 
dealers seem determined not to be “bitten” asthey were last year. Broken- 
leaf and dusty kinds of Congou, also siftings, have sold a shade lower, the 
leafy kinds have been firmly maintained. Fair to good common have sold 
about 4d- to 4d: per Ib lower, as also fair flavory kinds, Medium Kaiso 
have sold at full prices, but fine to finest, both old and new season, har 
been heavy of sale at lower prices. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have 
sold at about 4d. per Ib. decline, also the medium qualities. Good to fine 
Monings and Wopaks have sold, at public auction, at about the previous 
reduction in price. New-make Canton kinds, of fair quality, have sold 
about Id. per Ib. lower, and those ‘ Overland” at about 2d. per 
Ib. “lower for good to fine. Amoy kinds show no altera~ 
tion. Common to fair Oolongs remain as before. A few fine, ex “ Erl, 
(King,” have found buyers at former prices. Souchongs show no 
alteration.

According to a circular of Messrs. Arles, Dufour and Co., of Lyons,
